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FOREWORD 


The  Cutler  Family  and  their  descendants  have  not 
only  made  history  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  but  recorded  it  for 
the  benefit  of  future  generations.  The  Collection  of  Letters 
and  Documents  to  be  known  as  the  Cutler  Collection,  is 
housed  in  the  Dawes  Memorial  Library  of  Marietta  Col¬ 
lege,  adjacent  to  the  office  of  the  Archivist,  where  it 
is  classified  and  safely  and  securely  filed.  The  card  cata¬ 
logs  describe,  in  brief,  the  contents  of  each  letter  and 
document.  The  earliest  letter  is  dated  in  1748. 

The  Collection,  numbering  more  than  5000  items  of 
letters  and  other  memorabilia,  was  faithfully  preserved 
by  the  family,  beginning  with  Miss  Julia  Perkins  Cutler, 
daughter  of  Ephraim  Cutler,  her  brother,  William  Parker 
Cutler,  and  his  daughter,  Miss  Sarah  J.  Cutler,  and  by  a 
great  granddaughter  of  Ephraim  Cutler,  Mrs.  Mary 
Dawes  Beach  (Mrs.  Arthur  G.  Beach),  to  all  of  whom 
this  volume  is  dedicated.

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INTRODUCTION 


Ohio  history  is  rich  in  the  annals  of  its  pioneers,  who  with  their 
sterling  characters  and  industrious  habits,  their  vision  for  the  future, 
their  willingness  to  brave  hardships,  migrated  from  the  Western 
borders  of  the  Colonial  states  into  the  frontier.  They  created  an  in¬ 
tegral  part  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

Many  of  those  pioneers  came  from  the  New  England  states, 
where  civil  life,  industry,  government  and  law  and  order,  religious 
worship,  education  and  culture  formed  a  natural  w'ay  of  life.  They 
had  among  their  numbers  farmers,  artisans  and  professional  men 
and  women,  w'hose  ideals  were  to  establish  the  culture  of  New 
England  in  the  wilderness  west  of  the  Alleghany  Mountains.  They 
had  heard  of  only  a  few  of  the  potentialities  of  the  frontier  region 
from  the  more  daring  explorers,  and  of  the  opportunities  for  develop¬ 
ing  the  resources  in  the  new  land. 

Their  decisions  to  migrate  to  the  West  were  not  made  over¬ 
night,  but  through  a  dozen  years  of  hopes  dating  from  the  begin¬ 
nings  of  the  Revolution  in  1776  to  the  culmination  of  a  series  of 
steps  that  w'ould  ensure  them  law's  and  government.  Their  earliest 
longings  had  been  born  in  the  critical  year  of  1776,  September  20, 
when  the  Continental  Congress  enacted  a  loosely  drawrn  resolution 
that  the  soldiers  who  would  serve  until  the  close  of  the  War  should 
be  granted  shares  in  the  public  lands  of  the  new'  nation. 

After  a  long  period  of  war,  the  second  step  came  by  a  resolu¬ 
tion  introduced  by  the  representatives  of  Maryland,  that  the  states 
of  Massachusetts,  Connecticut  and  Virginia  cede  their  Western 
Colonial  grants  in  the  frontier  region  to  the  Federal  Government 
for  a  public  domain.  The  first  of  the  states  to  surrender  its  lands  was 
Virginia,  in  1784,  follow'ed  by  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut  in 
1786. 

An  important  step  had  been  taken  in  1781  by  the  Armv  officers 
stationed  at  Newburgh,  New  York,  while  awaiting  the  outcome  of 
the  Treaty  of  Peace.  In  a  petition,  signed  by  288  officers,  the  Con¬ 
gress  was  asked  that  bounty  lands  in  the  frontier  be  allotted  to 
soldiers.  General  Rufus  Putnam  gave  the  petition  to  General  Wash¬ 
ington,  who  upon  his  approval,  would  present  it  to  Congress. 
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In  1785,  the  Congress  enacted  a  land  law  that  would  ensure  the 
choosing  and  owning  of  lands  that  would  be  theirs  on  the  presenta¬ 
tion  of  their  Revolutionary  land  warrants. 

A  phase  of  development  was  proposed  by  General  Rufus  Put¬ 
nam,  who  recommended  to  the  government  that  forts  be  erected  in 
strategic  locations  along  the  Ohio  River,  and  farther  westward  into 
the  frontier.  Fort  Harmar  was  established  in  1786. 

That  year  is  also  memorable,  that  on  January  9-10  Generals 
Rufus  Putnam  and  Benjamin  Tupper,  the  latter  reporting  on  his 
tour  of  the  frontier,  met  in  Rutland,  Massachusetts,  to  discuss  the 
opportunities  for  a  frontier  settlement.  This  meeting  was  the  origin 
of  the  Ohio  Company  of  Associates,  a  corporation  that  would  pur¬ 
chase  a  large  tract  of  land  west  of  the  Ohio  River,  and  conduct  sales 
from  the  Federal  land  offices  that  would  be  established.  As  a  result 
of  the  night’s  meeting,  the  two  generals  evolved  a  document,  im¬ 
portant  to  both  Massachusetts  and  the  future  State  of  Ohio,  entitled 
“A  Piece  of  Information”  or  as  the  original  record  has  it  “A  New 
Call  to  Arms,”  not  unlike  the  sentiments  of  General  Washington  to 
Benjamin  Harrison  some  months  earlier. 

This  circular  was  meant  for  general  publication  in  the  news¬ 
papers,  giving  a  pleasing  description  of  the  Ohio  country  and  invit¬ 
ing  all  officers  and  soldiers  who  served  in  the  late  war  “to  become 
adventurers”  and  form  an  association  by  the  name  of  the  Ohio 
Company.  Those  who  might  be  interested  were  asked  to  meet  at 
appointed  places  on  February  15  and  elect  delegates  who  would 
represent  them  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  at  the  Bunch  of  Grapes 
Tavern  in  Boston  on  March  1. 

Accordingly,  on  the  day  appointed,  eleven  delegates  met.  repre¬ 
senting  the  Massachusetts  counties  of  Suffolk,  Essex,  Middlesex, 
Hampshire,  Plymouth,  Worcester,  Berkshire  and  Barnstable.  It  is 
to  be  noted  that  five  of  the  delegates  were  signers  of  the  Newburgh 
Petition. 

Among  the  delegates  representing  the  county  of  Essex,  was  the 
Reverend  Manasseh  Cutler,  who.  in  the  years  ahead,  would  become 
one  of  the  leaders  with  great  influence,  not  only  in  the  outgrowth 
of  the  meeting,  The  Ohio  Company  of  Associates,  but  in  the  enact¬ 
ment  by  the  Congress  of  the  Northwest  Ordinance  of  1787. 

The  final  phase  in  the  series  of  steps  for  those  who  would  leave 
their  homes  in  New  England,  came  on  July  13,  1787  which  ensured 
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a  government  comparable  to  that  of  the  states  from  which  they 
would  migrate.  The  settlement  at  the  mouth  of  the  Muskingum 
River  and  opposite  Fort  Harmar  was  the  capstone  of  hopes  born  in 
the  early  Revolutionary  years. 

Manasseh  Cutler,  throughout  the  remainder  of  his  long  life, 
ending  in  1823,  continued  to  wield  great  influence  in  the  affairs  of  the 
Ohio  Company,  the  establishment  of  the  first  settlements,  and  the 
founding  of  institutions  of  religion  and  education.  His  work  was 
continued  by  his  son,  Ephraim,  who  migrated  to  the  colony  in  1795 
and  became  one  of  the  leading  citizens  of  the  Northwest  Territory 
in  the  first  half  century'  of  the  state  of  Ohio.  Ephraim’s  son,  William 
Parker  Cutler,  carried  on  the  ideals  of  his  forebears  until  late  in  the 
nineteenth  century.  Therefore,  the  Cutler  family  and  their  descend¬ 
ants  have  been  leading  influences  that  have  made  history  for  the 
State  of  Ohio  and  the  nation  during  two  centuries.

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CHAPTER  1 


MANASSEH  CUTLER 


Manasseh  Cutler,  son  of  Hezekiah  Cutler,  1707-1792,  and  Mrs. 
Susanna  (Clark)  Cutler,  was  born  in  Killingly,  Connecticut.  May 
13,  1742.  His  paternal  ancestors  had  been  residents  of  the  colony 
since  about  1635,  and  those  of  his  mother,  since  1646. 

Possessed  with  scholarly  ambitions,  he  directed  his  studies  for 
entering  college,  selecting  Yale  as  his  goal  where  he  was  entered 
in  1761.  His  ambition  while  in  Yale  was  to  enter  the  medical  pro¬ 
fession,  and  therefore,  while  adhering  to  the  classical  curriculum,  he 
chose  all  the  scientific  subjects  that  were  possible,  his  main  study 
being  botany,  which  in  his  later  life  became  his  most  enjoyable 
avocation.  Graduating  from  Yale  in  1765,  and  planning  for  marriage 
soon  thereafter,  he  was  offered  a  position  in  an  importing  and  trad¬ 
ing  firm  in  Edgar  town,  Massachusetts,  which  he  accepted.  After  a 
brief  business  career,  he  decided  to  study  along  theological  lines, 
placing  himself  under  the  tutelage  of  the  Reverend  Thomas  Balch. 
On  September  11,  1771,  he  was  ordained  as  a  minister,  and  soon 
thereafter  was  called  to  the  pastorate  of  the  Ipswich  (later  in  1793. 
renamed  Hamilton,  Massachusetts)  church  where  he  spent  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  his  professional  life. 

During  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  he  served  as  a  chaplain,  suc¬ 
cessively  in  three  regiments,  first  under  Colonel  Francis  in  the  de¬ 
fense  of  Boston,  second,  in  the  brigade  of  General  Titcomb.  and 
finally  in  the  army  of  General  John  Sullivan  on  a  raid  into  Rhode 
Island. 

Interspersed  in  his  early  years  in  Ipswich,  he  founded  and  con¬ 
ducted  a  private  school,  and  also,  in  order  to  supplement  his  meager 
salary  as  a  minister,  continued  his  medical  studies. 

Being  a  leader  of  influence  in  his  community,  he  was  sought  for 
leadership  in  public  affairs.  He  was  chosen  as  a  director  of  the  Ohio 
Company  of  Associates,  and  in  1800  was  elected  as  a  representative 
to  the  United  States  Congress,  serving  with  distinction  from  1801  to 
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1805.  He  received  many  honors,  among  them  a  doctorate  degree 
from  Yale  in  1789,  and  for  his  scientific  researches,  was  elected  to 
the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  in  the  early  years  of 
the  Society.

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CHAPTER  4 


THE  OHIO  COMPANY  OF  ASSOCIATES 


Professor  Archer  Butler  Hulbert  in  his  monumental  work,  The 
Records  of  the  Ohio  Company,  reviewed  the  history  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion  and  the  impact  it  had  on  the  infant  nation  which  became  the 
United  States  of  America.  He  wrote  in  his  introduction  that  “It 
played  an  important  part  in  the  history  of  the  times;  it  influenced 
opinion  in  the  East  with  reference  to  western  migration;  it  figured 
as  a  factor  of  no  small  amount  in  legislative  councils,  influenced  na¬ 
tional  legislation  with  respect  to  the  West,  made  a  dignified  and 
lasting  settlement  in  the  State  of  Ohio  where  the  character  of  its 
associates,  the  honesty  of  their  intentions,  and  the  faithfulness  of 
their  performances,  for  generations,  made  a  vital  impress.” 

The  Cutler  Collection  of  Letters  and  Documents  contains  several 
score  of  the  letters  of  the  Directors  of  the  Ohio  Company  and  their 
associates  of  the  early  years  of  the  Company’s  history  fully  cataloged 
in  the  Dawes  Memorial  Library  of  Marietta  College.  The  names  of 
the  writers  of  the  letters  and  their  recipients  are  appended  hereto.

CHAPTER  5

The  Cutler  Collection  of  Letters  and  Documents  contains  a 
group  of  some  three  hundred  and  fifty  letters  and  documents  which 
do  not  admit  of  ready  classification  into  the  categories  illustrat¬ 
ing  the  wride  variety  of  pursuits  in  which  the  Cutler  Family  and 
their  descendants  and  correspondents  were  interested  throughout 
the  period  of  more  than  150  years  from  the  early  life  of  Manasseh 
Cutler,  1748,  to  the  last  of  the  descendants  living  in  Washington 
County,  Ohio.  Some  of  the  letters  are  official  documents,  many  others 
personal  from  their  friends  and  associates. 

The  Collection  and  the  large  number  of  classified  letters  are 
to  be  found  in  the  Archives  of  the  Dawes  Memorial  Library  of 
Marietta  College  w7here  they  are  made  easily  accessible  by  the  cata¬ 
log  of  their  subjects  and  names  of  the  wrriters  and  recipients.  The 
names  are  to  be  found  in  the  following  pages  of  Chapter  5,  and  in 
the  General  Index  at  the  end  of  this  volume.

CHAPTER  6 

EPHRAIM  CUTLER 


Ephraim  Cutler,  the  eldest  son  of  the  Reverend  Manasseh  and 
Mrs.  Mary  (Balch)  Cutler,  was  born  at  Edgartown,  Massachusetts, 
December  13,  1767,  and  died  at  Constitution,  Warren  Township, 
Washington  County,  Ohio,  July  8,  1853. 

At  the  age  of  three  years  he  was  taken  to  Killingly,  Connecti¬ 
cut,  by  mutual  agreement  between  his  parents  and  his  grandfather, 
Hezekiah  Cutler,  and  grandmother,  Mrs.  Susanna  (Clark)  Cutler, 
to  make  his  home.  He  grew  up  and  lived  there  until  he  migrated  to 
the  Northwest  Territory  in  1795.  The  mutual  agreement  was  born 
out  of  the  fact  that  his  uncle,  Ephraim  Cutler,  brother  of  his  father, 
had  lost  his  life,  May  17,  1766,  by  a  fall  from  a  horse.  So  great  was 
the  grief  of  his  grandparents  over  the  loss  of  their  son  they  felt  that 
the  presence  of  the  young  lad  in  their  home  woidd  partially  assuage 
their  grief  and  be  a  comfort  to  them.  This  arrangement  also  gave 
him  the  opportunity  of  acquiring  an  education  under  the  tutelage 
of  his  grandmother  where  he  was  taught  to  read  and  write  and  ac¬ 
quire  other  rudiments  of  an  education.  However,  he  had  the  advan¬ 
tage  of  his  grandmother’s  influence  but  a  few  years,  as  her  death 
occurred  in  1774.  In  his  later  years  he  w’rote  “She  was  an  excellent 
woman,  strict  in  her  government,  but  always  kind.  I  could  read  well 
before  her  death,  and  had  acquired  a  love  of  reading  which  has  been 
a  great  source  of  comfort  to  me,  and  a  lasting  benefit.” 
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Upon  the  death  of  his  grandmother,  he  was  drawn  more  closely 
to  his  grandfather,  giving  him  much  assistance,  as  he  grew  older,  in 
the  operation  of  the  farm  and  a  small  mercantile  business  in  Killing- 
ly,  Connecticut. 

Through  Ephraim’s  boyhood  years  it  was  always  the  purpose 
of  his  grandfather  to  provide  for  him  a  college  education  at  his 
father’s  Alma  Mater,  Yale  College,  but  the  Revolutionary  War  inter¬ 
vened.  But  despite  the  loss  of  the  opportunity  for  a  formal  education, 
he  was  known  throughout  his  life  as  a  learned  man. 

About  the  year  of  1775-1776,  his  grandfather  married  Mrs. 
Abigail  Robbins.  Ephraim  continued  to  assist  in  running  the  farm 
and  the  mercantile  business  in  the  years  that  his  grandfather  was 
frequently  called  for  war  service.  Upon  the  deaths  of  his  grand¬ 
parents  in  1791-1792,  he  became  their  sole  heir.  In  1  787  he  had 
married  Miss  Leah  Atw'ood,  and  like  so  many  other  New  Englanders 
at  the  close  of  the  War,  had  directed  his  hopes  for  migrating  to  the 
Ohio  country,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ohio  Company  in  which  he 
owned  three  shares.  He  began  to  plan  by  closing  out  the  business 
affairs.  The  illness  of  his  wife  through  those  years  had  been  such 
that  he  felt  it  necessary  to  go  to  the  milder  climate  of  the  Ohio 
Company  settlement.  On  June  15,  1795  he  and  his  wife  and  six 
children  left  for  the  mouth  of  the  Muskingum  as  he  recorded  in  his 
memoirs,  “hazardous  journey  and  perilous  enterprise. "’  With  them 
went  Col.  Israel  Putnam  and  his  family  whose  destination  was  the 
settlement  at  Belpre.  The  journey  proved  to  be  ‘hazardous  and  peril¬ 
ous,’  fraught  with  delays  because  of  sickness  and  accidents,  and  even 
deaths. 

When  the  party  finally  reached  Williamsport  on  the  Monon- 
gahela  in  Pennsylvania  there  w>as  a  delay  of  some  days  until  a 
“Kenticky’'  flatboat  could  be  completed  for  the  river  joumev  to 
their  destination.  In  their  journey  dowrn  the  Ohio  River,  they  were 
saddened  by  the  deaths  of  two  of  the  Cutler  children.  Mary,  the 
eldest,  aged  seven  years,  and  Hezekiah,  aged  one  and  one-half  years, 
whose  unmarked  graves  were  left  beside  the  river  near  Wellsburg 
and  Wheeling.  The  family  reached  the  mouth  of  the  Muskingum  on 
September  8,  1795. 

Marietta  was  not  the  end  of  the  journey  for  this  travel-worn 
and  grief-stricken  family.  For  several  weeks  Ephraim  lay  ill  in  the 
blockhouse  at  Campus  Martius.  As  he  was  slowly  recovering,  word 
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of  their  arrival  in  Marietta  reached  the  Waterford  settlement  of 
several  families  who  also  had  come  from  Killinglv.  One  of  the  men, 
Daniel  Davis,  came  to  see  Ephraim,  and  invited  him  to  come  to 
Waterford  and  share  his  spacious  cabin  known  as  ‘the  best  log  house 
in  the  country.’  Transportation  was  arranged,  canoes  and  boats  for 
moving,  along  with  clothing  and  supplies  for  the  winter.  Within  the 
year  the  family  moved  to  a  vacant  cabin  and  soon  purchased  two 
parcels  of  land,  one  tract  of  four  acres,  and  the  other  of  68  acres.  In 
his  cabin,  Ephraim  set  up  a  store  for  mercantile  dealings. 

Cutler  received  three  commissions  to  enter  the  public  service, 
two  from  Governor  St.  Clair  to  be  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  an 
appointment  to  a  captaincy  in  the  militia.  The  third  commission  was 
from  General  Rufus  Putnam,  the  Surveyor  General,  to  survey  lands. 
While  on  his  surveys,  he  heard  from  peaceful  Indians  of  the  presence 
of  a  scarce  and  expensive  commodity,  salt,  in  some  springs  about  40 
miles  to  the  north.  He  with  one  of  his  friends,  Lt.  George  Ewing, 
began  developing  a  business  and  to  form  a  company  for  marketing 
the  product. 

In  1797,  Cutler.  Lt.  Ewing  and  Capt.  Benjamin  Brown  arranged 
for  the  purchase  of  larger  tracts  of  land  in  the  area,  some  30  miles 
to  the  wrest  of  Waterford  in  what  wras  then  known  as  Middletown 
(Athens)  and  began  moving  there,  settling  on  Federal  Creek.  They 
were  the  founders  of  Amestown,  now  Amesville,  to  which  place  the 
transportation  of  household  goods  and  livestock  was  completed  in 
1799.  The  livestock  was  driven  over-land,  while  the  household  goods 
were  carried  by  boats  down  the  Muskingum  River,  into  the  Ohio, 
down  to  the  mouth  of  the  Hocking  River,  and  finally  into  Federal 
Creek  to  the  settlement,  a  distance  of  80  miles. 

For  the  next  few  years,  Mr.  Cutler  devoted  himself  to  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  Ohio  Company.  Early  in  this  period,  he  was  appointed  as 
an  associate  judge  of  Washington  County,  and  in  1801,  he  was  elect¬ 
ed  to  represent  the  County  in  the  Territorial  Legislature.  He  was 
also  elected  as  a  delegate  to  represent  Washington  County  at  Chilli- 
cothe,  the  Territorial  capital,  for  framing  of  the  constitution  for  the 
proposed  State  of  Ohio.  As  a  farmer,  he  was  also  engaged  in  the 
raising  of  livestock  and  droving  them  eastward  over  the  mountains. 

In  1806,  he  was  confronted  by  his  domestic  affairs,  the  lack  of  a 
doctor  for  Mrs.  Cutler  in  the  Amestown  area,  and  moved  his  family 
to  Warren  Township,  Washington  County,  where  she  could  have 
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the  services  of  Belpre  and  Marietta  physicians.  She  died  on  No¬ 
vember  3,  1807. 

On  arrival  in  Warren  Township,  Cutler  began  planning  a  home 
which  became  known  as  the  ‘Old  Stone  House,’  and  where  he  wras 
to  spend  the  remainder  of  his  life.  The  Old  Stone  House  was  an  out¬ 
standing  landmark  for  Ohio  River  transportation,  and  travelers  on 

what  was  then  known  as  the  Lancaster  Road,  until  the  earlv  1870’s

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CHAPTER  7 


CHARLES  CUTLER,  SON  OF  EPHRAIM  CUTLER 

Charles  Cutler,  the  eldest  son  of  Ephraim  and  Leah  (Atwood) 
Cutler  was  born  at  Killingly,  Connecticut,  on  March  30,  1792,  and 
was  brought  by  his  family  to  the  mouth  of  the  Muskingum  River  in 
1795.  As  he  grew  up,  he  became  accustomed  to  the  forests  surround¬ 
ing  his  homes,  first  at  Waterford  and  later  in  the  Ames  settlement 
and  soon  became  an  expert  in  woodcraft,  and  game  hunting  with  his 
hounds  in  the  dense  woodlands  of  the  Federal  Creek  Valley. 

He  received  his  early  education,  first  at  Ames  and  later  away 
from  home  at  the  Muskingum  Academy  in  Marietta.  In  a  letter 
from  his  father,  dated  April  25,  1806,  it  was  noted,  “I  see  that  you 
have  improved  in  penmanship  —  I  hope  you  will  write  often.'1 

At  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  he  moved  with  his  family  to  Warren 
Township  on  the  Ohio  River  where  he  grew  to  manhood,  learning 
the  vocation  of  land  surveying. 

While  a  young  man,  he  joined  the  Ohio  militia,  serving  in  the 
War  of  1812  where  he  was  raised  to  the  rank  of  Colonel.  In  1819 
he  was  married  to  one  of  his  Ames  friends,  Maria  Walker,  the 
daughter  of  Hon.  George  Walker,  settling  on  a  portion  of  the  lands 
owned  by  his  father.  Later  in  his  life  he  moved  to  the  village  of 
Chauncey  and  entered  the  mercantile  business. 

In  1849,  he  went  to  search  the  frontiers  of  the  nation  as  a 
member  of  a  company  bound  for  the  gold  fields  of  California.  In  a 
letter  written  by  one  of  his  associates,  dated  May  17,  1849,  while 
the  company  was  encamped  six  miles  west  of  St.  Joseph,  Missouri, 
the  hardships  of  the  trip  were  described — disease  ridden  conditions 
which  they  had  experienced  on  the  route.  One  week  later,  May  24, 
another  letter  was  written  from  the  camp,  stating  that  Charles  had 
died  of  the  dreadful  malady  of  Cholera.  He  was  57  years  of  age. 

The  Cutler  Collection  of  Letters  and  Documents,  now  cataloged 
and  housed  in  the  Dawes  Memorial  Library  of  Marietta  College, 
contain  eight  letters  written  by  Charles  Cutler  and  his  correspond¬ 
ents:

CHAPTER  8 

EPHRAIM  CUTLER  AND  THE  LEGISLATURE  OF 
THE  NORTHWEST  TERRITORY  AND 
THE  FIRST  CONSTITUTIONAL 
CONVENTION  FOR  OHIO 


In  September,  1801,  Ephraim  Cutler  was  elected  the  delegate 
from  Washington  County  to  the  second  session  of  the  Legislature  of 
the  Northwest  Territory  which  was  soon  to  assemble  at  the  Capital 
at  Chillicothe.  The  call  came  for  the  meeting  of  the  Assembly  while 
he  was  on  a  livestock  droving  trip  to  Virginia,  and  on  his  return 
home,  he  found  that  he  had  but  a  few  hours  for  appearing  at  the  roll 
call  of  the  first  session.  Mounting  his  faithful  horse,  he  departed 
from  his  home  in  Ames  for  Chillicothe,  a  distance  of  60  miles,  arriv¬ 
ing  there  barely  in  time  to  answer  his  name. 

Soon  thereafter,  he  was  again  elected  to  represent  Washington 
County  in  the  Constitutional  Convention  which  was  to  meet  on  Nov¬ 
ember  1,  1802.  During  the  session,  which  ended  with  the  framing 
of  the  Constitution.  Cutler  was  influential  in  two  of  its  articles,  the 
first,  pertaining  to  anti-slavery,  and  the  second,  the  article  on  courts, 
that  instead  of  having  one  state  court  at  the  capital,  to  have  courts 
brought  nearer  to  the  outlying  districts  where  the  citizens  would 
have  easier  access  rather  than  to  be  required  to  make  long  journeys. 

The  Letters  and  Documents  pertaining  to  the  Territorial  Legis¬ 
lature  and  the  First  Constitutional  Convention  are  on  File  in  the 
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Dawes  Memorial  Library  of  Marietta  College  and  made  easily 
accessible  by  a  complete  catalog.

CHAPTER  9 

EPHRAIM  CUTLER  AND  THE  OHIO  LEGISLATURE, 

1819-1825 

Ephraim  Cutler’s  political  and  social  philosophy  of  life  was  his 
adherence  to  the  fundamental  laws  of  the  Northwest  Territory,  the 
Ordinance  of  1787,  and  especially  Article  III  of  that  document  which 
reads:  “Religion,  morality  and  knowledge  being  necessary  to  good 
government  and  the  happiness  of  mankind,  schools  and  the  means 
of  education  shall  forever  be  encouraged.'' 

The  implementation  of  this  Article,  enacted  by  the  Congress, 
followed  on  August  29,  1787  at  the  third  meeting  of  the  Ohio  Com¬ 
pany  which  contracted  with  the  government  for  the  purchase  of 
lands  “near  the  confluence  of  the  Muskingum  and  Ohio  rivers,  with 
the  following  provisions:  One  lot  of  six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  in 
each  township,  Section  29,  for  the  purposes  of  religion; — an  equal 
quantity  for  the  support  of  schools  &  two  townships,  of  twenty-three 
thousand  &  forty  acres  each,  for  an  university  to  be  established  as 
near  the  centre  of  the  whole  tract,  as  may  be;  which  lots  &  town¬ 
ships  are  given  by  Congress  &  appropriated  for  the  above  uses  for¬ 
ever.” 

In  the  years  following  the  settlement  in  1788  of  the  Northwest 
Territory  and  the  admission  of  the  State  of  Ohio  in  1803,  religious 
organizations  were  established  and  in  1804  the  University,  to  be

thereafter  known  as  Ohio  University,  was  chartered  by  the  state 
Legislature,  but  the  implementation  for  a  public  common  school  sys¬ 
tem  lagged  far  behind.  Private  schools  had  been  organized  for  those 
who  were  able  to  support  them,  but  the  children  of  parents  who 
could  not  provide  for  private  instruction  were  deprived  of  common 
school  education.  The  Ohio  Legislature,  from  its  establishment  in 
1803  had  made  no  provision  for  the  founding  of  a  public  school 
system.  Ephraim  Cutler  was  among  the  group  of  citizens  who  be¬ 
lieved  that  the  principles  laid  down  in  the  Northwest  Ordinance  had 
not  been  fulfilled,  and  therefore  he  set  out  to  correct  what  he  thought 
was  a  violation  of  the  fundamental  law,  by  seeking  a  seat  in  the 
Legislature  where  his  and  other  voices  could  be  more  effective  for 
the  establishment  of  a  common  school  system.  In  1819  he  was  elected 
to  the  Legislature  on  this  platform  and  became  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Representatives.  He  was  re-elected  in  1820.  Two  years 
later,  1823,  he  was  elected  to  the  Ohio  Senate  and  re-elected  in  1824. 

In  1821,  a  bill  for  the  first  school  law  was  passed  by  the  House 
of  Representatives,  but  was  defeated  in  the  Senate.  However,  Cutler’s 
crusade  for  a  common  school  system  was  continued,  and.  with  the 
help  of  other  likeminded  legislators  he  succeeded  to  a  point  where 
Governor  Allen  Trimble  was  authorized  to  appoint  a  committee  for 
a  study  of  the  situation  and  make  recommendations  for  placing  the 
matter  again  before  the  Legislature.  The  members  of  the  committee 
who  may  be  known  as  the  founders  of  the  common  school  system 
were  Caleb  Atwater,  Josiah  Barber,  James  Bell,  Rev.  John  Collins, 
Ephraim  Cutler,  Nathan  Guilford  and  James  Hoge.  After  three 
years  of  study  and  investigations,  the  first  adequate  school  bill  was 
brought  to  the  Legislature  and  passed  by  both  Houses. 

It  is  recorded  that  when  the  bill  was  passed  by  the  House  of 
Representatives  Cutler  stood  by  Nathan  Guilford,  a  member  of  the 
Committee  and  said  “Lord,  now  lettest  thou  thy  servant  depart  in 
peace,  for  mine  eyes  have  seen  thy  salvation.” 

While  in  the  legislature.  Cutler  w^as  ever  the  proponent  of  bills 
for  public  roads,  turnpikes  and  canals,  all  of  which  were  enacted 
into  laws.

CHAPTER  10 

EPHRAIM  CUTLER  AND  STOCK  DROVING 


The  Life  and  Times  of  Ephraim  Cutler,  written  by  his  daughter, 
Julia  Perkins  Cutler,  and  published  in  1890,  contains,  besides  other 
facets  of  the  life  of  the  subject,  his  efforts  for  enriching  the  economy 
of  the  settlement  by  encouraging  the  raising  of  livestock  which  he 
would  purchase  and  drive  over  the  mountains  to  the  Eastern 
Markets. 

In  the  book,  The  Life  and  Times  of  Ephraim  Cutler,  pages 
89-90,  is  to  be  found  an  excerpt  from  the  Cutler  diaries:  “When  I 
resided  in  Ames  township,  with  a  view  to  encourage  settlers  to  come 
into  that  part  of  the  country,  I  bought  on  credit  a  considerable 
amount  of  land  from  proprietors  in  New  England,  which  I  sold  to 
settlers  on  credit,  trusting  them  until  they  could  raise  wheat  or 
cattle,  usually  the  latter,  to  pay  me  for  their  farms.  This  early  led 
me  into  the  droving  business.  I  commenced  this  traffic  in  1800,  and 
it  was  said  that  I  drove  the  first  cattle  over  the  mountains  to  eastern 
markets  ever  taken  from  Ohio.  I  did  more  or  less  of  this  laborious 
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business,  annually,  for  thirty  years.  Eventually,  many  poor  families 
were  placed  in  very  flourishing  circumstances,  who  had  nothing 
with  which  to  buy  land,  nor  a  dollar  to  spare  for  years  after  they 
made  the  purchase  of  me.  I  thus  aided  some  two  hundred  families 
to  acquire  homes.” 

The  Cutler  Collection  of  Letters  and  Documents,  now  housed 
in  the  Dawes  Memorial  Library  of  Marietta  College,  includes  some 
fifty  letters,  written  and  received  by  Cutler,  together  with  some 
most  descriptive  narratives  of  his  over-the-mountain  journeys,  to 
his  wife,  Mrs.  Sally  P.  Cutler.  The  list  of  the  names  of  the  writers 
and  recipients  is  as  follows:

CHAPTER  11 


EPHRAIM  CUTLER  AND  OHIO  UNIVERSITY 


Ohio  University  was  originated  out  of  two  meetings,  first  the 
Ohio  Company  on  August  29,  1787.  and  second  October  27.  1787 
when  the  contract  was  signed  by  the  Board  of  Treasury  and  the 
Ohio  Company,  for  the  purchase  by  the  Ohio  Company  of  750.000 
acres.  The  contract  also  reserved  two  townships,  or  46.080  acres  of 
land  at  the  center  of  the  Ohio  Company’s  tract  to  be  used  for  a 
university.  The  name  of  the  institution  of  learning  was  designated 
by  Manasseh  Cutler  as  The  American  Western  University. 

The  implementing  of  the  clause  for  the  reservation  of  the  lands 
of  the  twTo  townships  wras  delayed  by  the  Indian  Wars.  In  1 795. 
General  Rufus  Putnam,  who  had  the  charge  of  the  university  town¬ 
ships  urged  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  make  the  land  produc¬ 
tive  and  “Thus  provide  a  fund  to  commence  an  institution.”  In  the 
meantime  some  twenty  “Squatters’'  had  moved  into  the  lands,  hop¬ 
ing  to  receive  titles  as  soon  as  the  Territorial  Legislature  convened. 
The  Legislature  in  its  meeting  on  Dec.  18,  1799.  made  provision  for 
surveying  the  lands  as  the  first  procedure  toward  creating  the  uni¬ 
versity.  General  Putnam,  after  having  examined  the  lands  of  the 
two  towmships,  the  rentals  of  which  would  amount  to  over  $5,000. 
suggested  steps  for  the  erection  of  buildings  and  appointment  of 
officers.  The  next  step,  enacted  by  the  Territorial  Legislature,  Jan. 
9,  1802,  passed  an  act  authorizing  the  institution. 

General  Putnam,  on  May  21.  1802,  called  a  meeting  of  a 
number  of  men  w'ho  would  be  trustees,  but  the  establishment  wras 
delayed  until  the  new  State  of  Ohio  was  ordained  in  1803.  The  final 
act  authorizing  the  founding  of  the  institution  came  on  February 
18,  1804,  the  name  to  be  Ohio  University. 

Cutler  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  1819  and  served 
for  more  than  thirty  years.  Throughout  his  trusteeship  he  was  the 
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ever  dependable  lobbyist  in  the  Legislature  for  providing  funds.  He 
also  advocated  the  founding  of  a  medical  college  but  financial  difficul¬ 
ties  proved  too  great  for  such  a  step  in  that  period. 

The  Cutler  Collection  of  Letters  and  Documents  in  the  Dawes 
Memorial  Library  of  Marietta  College,  includes  the  correspondence 
of  Ephraim  Cutler  through  this  trying  period.  The  names  of  the 
correspondents  are  appended  hereto.

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CHAPTER  12 


EPHRAIM  CUTLER  AND  THE  BALTIMORE 

&  OHIO  RAILROAD 


The  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad,  chartered  in  Baltimore  early 
in  1827,  to  be  built  in  a  westerly  direction,  created  great  hopes  in 
Marietta  for  a  mechanical  transportation  outlet  for  marketing  of 
agricultural  and  manufactured  products  of  the  rapidly  expanding 
American  West. 

Within  a  few  weeks  after  the  Charter  became  effective,  a  public 
meeting  was  called  for  April  9,  1827,  to  take  measures  to  induce  the 
Directors  to  make  Marietta  a  point  for  building  the  Road  to  the 
Ohio  River,  possibly  at  Williamstown.  Resolutions  were  adopted 
and  a  committee  of  seven  composed  of  Joseph  Barker,  Jr.,  President, 
Nahum  Ward,  Secretary,  Col.  Joseph  Barker,  Dudley  Woodbridge, 
Dr.  Samuel  P.  Hildreth,  James  M.  Booth,  William  R.  Putnam,  and 
John  Mills  was  appointed  to  carry  out  the  enterprise. 

In  August  of  that  year,  a  party  of  surveyors,  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  Col.  Joseph  Barker,  set  out  for  Clarksburg,  Virginia,  to  ex¬ 
plore  practical  routes  over  which  a  railroad  might  be  built. 

Construction  moved  slowly  from  the  eastern  terminus  at  Balti¬ 
more  and  at  the  end  of  a  decade  the  Directors  had  not  reached  a 
decision  for  extending  the  Railroad  into  the  mountains. 

Becoming  impatient  with  the  slow  progress,  the  Marietta  Com¬ 
mittee,  on  March  13,  1837,  commissioned  Ephraim  Cutler  to  travel 
a  proposed  route  from  Marietta  to  Baltimore  to  arouse  interest  along 
the  way  in  building  the  Road.  His  commission  included  remaining 
in  Baltimore  as  long  as  possible  to  promote  the  plan  with  the  Board 
of  Directors  to  build  their  line  from  Winchester,  Virginia,  or  near 
there,  to  Romney,  Clarksburg,  and  “to  this  place.” 

Armed  with  letters  of  introduction  to  the  President  and  Di¬ 
rectors  of  the  Railroad,  including  Johns  Hopkins,  Ephraim  Cutler 
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set  out  within  the  week,  on  horseback,  on  his  important  mission,  and, 
almost  daily  he  wrote  letters  back  to  members  of  the  Railroad  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  to  his  wife,  Mrs.  Sally  Parker  Cutler. 

His  first  letter,  sent  to  his  wife,  reported  his  sojourn  at  Clarks¬ 
burg,  Virginia: 


April  3  (1837) 

My  Dear: 

I  arrived  here  on  Saturday  morning  and  by  the  goodness  of  Provi¬ 
dence  who  ever  cares  for  us  escaped  in  passing  the  Monongahela  altho 
the  water  was  nearly  over  my  horses’  back.  I  received  no  other  damage 
than  having  my  boots  filled  &  my  clothes  some  wet  not  my  saddle  bags. 

I  presume  some  person  observed  me  reading  my  Bible  and  in 
consequence,  I  was  taken  for  a  Clergyman  and  accordingly  a  respectable 
gentleman,  a  Mr.  Lewis,  called  on  me  yesterday,  the  Sabbath,  and  stated 
that  their  clergyman  was  absent  and  respectfully  invited  me  to  supply 
his  place — don’t  laugh  too  much. 

This  day  early  I  was  called  on  by  this  Mr.  Lewis  who  introduced 
Dr.  Gettings,  a  son-in-law  of  Mrs.  Jackson,  daughter  of  Mr.  Meigs  to 
whom  I  had  a  letter  &  during  most  of  the  forenoon  my  room  was  crowded 
with  auditors.  Dr.  Getting  invited  me  to  Dine  and  the  afternoon  has  been 
taken  up  with  a  very  respectable  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  the  town 
and  county  who  invited  me  to  give  them  Information  on  the  subiect  of 
my  mission.  I,  of  course,  made  some  what  of  an  effort — was  heard  with 
riveted  attention — the  meeting  passed  several  resolutions  approbationary 
of  the  subject,  appointed  a  committee  to  memorialize  the  Balt.  <&:  Ohio 
R.  R.  Directors,  etc.  This  far  so  good. 

Last  night  I  returned  to  rest  in  a  chamber  where  a  coal  fire  was 
made  and  about  one  o’clock  I  was  awakened  very  nearly  stifled  with 
smoke  and  found  the  floor  ready  to  burst  into  flame — the  room  filled 
with  smoke  to  a  greater  degree  than  I  ever  before  saw.  I  made  out  to 
get  the  Pitcher  of  water  set  to  wash  and  put  out  the  fire  &  opened  the 
door  and  was  able  after  some  effort  to  breathe  freely. 

O  how  much  we  are  dependent  on  Him  who  cares  for  us.  If  to 
return  I  may  have  many  Incidents  to  relate  which  may  amuse  some  of 
you.  I  must  devote  the  rest  of  the  sheet  to  Wm.  with  feelings  of  affection 
I  am  yours  as  ever.

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  case  of  Sandy  Cole’s  notes,  it  is 
possible  he  came  over  or  you  may  see  him  &  if  so  I  believe  that  it  is 
best  to  tell  him  if  he  will  make  out  one  third  of  the  money  soon,  say  1st 
of  June,  give  his  notes  for  one  third  to  be  paid  in  one  quarter  &  re- 
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mainder  on  29th.  I  will  take  it  so  &  will  of  course  stop  the  suit.  You  will 
call  on  Mr.  Emerson  for  the  note,  if  needed. 

If  Mr.  Kingsbury  has  occasion  to  write  to  me  inform  him  to  direct 
to  me  to  the  care  of  Tiffany,  Devall  &  Co.  Baltimore.  This  will  be  the 
way  I  shall  receive  letter  &  direct  your  letters  in  the  same  manner. 

My  horse  performed  better  than  my  fears  were,  thus  will  walk 
33  to  35  miles  a  day. 

Expect  to  leave  early  in  the  morning — the  proceedings  of  the  meet¬ 
ing  here  are  to  be  published  in  the  papers  at  Clarksburg,  Parkersburg, 
Winchester,  Baltimore  and  Marietta.  There  w*as  more  excitement  than 
I  expected.

My  Dear  Wife: 

The  first  and  dearest  of  my  heart.  I  have  now  to  say  that  an  ever 
gracious  Providence  has  cared  for  me,  preserved  me  in  every  danger, 
seen  and  unseen  and  I  arrived  here  Sunday  evening,  coming  from 
Winchester,  Va.,  120  miles  on  a  rail  road  through  on  that  day  travelling 
about  9  hours. 

My  journey  from  Marietta  to  Winchester  was  Pleasant  in  finding 
many  early  old  Friends  recognizing  me  in  finding  my  mission  approved 
of  by  the  intelligent  gentlemen  altho  a  general  despondence  seemed  to 
have  prevailed  and  in  being  preserved  in  some  alarming  cases  of  danger 
but  I  had  two  days  free  from  storms  of  ram  or  snow — two  severe  snow 
storms.  Saturday  I  delivered  a  letter  to  Mr.  James  Thompson  with  whom 
I  had  a  Slight  acquaintance.  He  is  a  very  handsome  manner — Invited 
me  to  take  up  Quarters  w'ith  him  (a  rich  old  bachelor)  to  which  I  con- 
sented  &  yesterday  attended  with  a  connection  of  his  (a  Mr.  McGowen) 
he  being  himself  Quite  unwell,  and  heard  Mr.  Dunean,  an  excellent 
minister  lecturing  from  the  8th  Ch.  of  Romans.  Seldom  have  heard  a 
more  impressive  discourse  or  one  entirely  satisfactory  to  me.  Mr.  Thomp¬ 
son  has  a  Niece  to  take  charge  of  his  house — a  fine  young  lady  which  is 
the  only  white  person  I  have  yet  seen  at  Table. 

The  Proceedings  in  respect  to  the  railroad  had  at  Clarksburg  is 
being  published  in  all  the  Balt. — Papers.  But  the  terrible  crash  in  such 
immense  failures  at  N.  Orleans  &  more  especially  at  N.  York  have 
alarmed,  convulsed  &  confounded  all — and  nothing  could  be  more  in 
opposition  to  my  hopes  or  success  in  my  Mission.  I  am,  however,  not 
discouraged  but  have  confidence  that  I  shall  not  labour  in  vain — but  that 
a  gracious  providence  will  turn  all  to  his  own  honor  &  Perhaps  in  my 
weakness  &  in  the  opposing  difficulties  in  the  end  a  result  which  will 
consummate  in  Advancing  the  interest  of  our  common  country  &  Wash¬ 
ington  County  &  Marietta  in  particular. 

You  have  no  doubt  heard  ere  this  that  Failures  to  the  amount  of 
many  millions  at  N.  Orleans  fell  by  about  150  (illegible)  in  N.  Y.  & 
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some  a/c  say  90  millions — this  Appalling  State  of  things  places  me 
in  trying  circumstances.  On  full  and  mature  reflection  I  have  determined 
not  to  relax  my  endeavor  to  draw  attention  to  the  great  obiect  in 
view.  And  I  am  proposing  a  memoir  to  lay  before  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Rail  Road  Company  explaining  the  situation  of  our  section  of  the 
country  with  the  future  Prospects  of  usefull  &  extended  improvements 
from  Marietta  and  different  Points  on  the  Muskingum — the  task  is 
arduous  &  requires  talents,  investigation  and  a  happy  manner  to  place  it 
formidably  and  plainly  before  them  which  I  can  bv  no  means  pretend 
to — I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  duty  requires  this  of  me  <Sr  must 
therefore  trusting  also  in  the  Gracious  Goodness  of  the  Giver  of  every 
good  and  perfect  gift  for  his  aid  in  the  performance — 

My  intense  confidence  in  you  and  Wm.  to  be  able  to  overcome  any 
adverse  circumstance  that  may  have  taken  place  &  the  situation  in 
which  I  am  at  present  placed  have  made  it  necessary  for  me  as  far  as 
possible  to  forget  about  home  anxieties — but  its  inmates  are  ever  present 
in  my  mind — one  other  also  ever  dear  our  dear  Sarah  as  well  as  our 
dear  Polly  all  for  feeling  which  cannot  be  divided.  I  must  leave  you  all 
in  the  kind  care  of  Him  who  has  ever  cared  for  us. 

I  cannot  come  to  any  conclusion  about  anything  respecting  my 
future  operations  further  than  I  have  already  stated. 

I  found  a  letter  here  (Inclosing  to  introduce  me  to  Mr.  McLane 
the  late  secretary  of  the  Treasury)  from  Mr.  Ewing — his  recommenda¬ 
tion  I  think  would  make  my  children  a  little  proud  of  their  Dear  father 
if  they  were  to  see  it. 

At  Winchester  I  sold  Charley  Blackey  horse.  I  am  concernedly 
anxious  to  hear  from  you  all  &  presume  that  I  shall  be  shortly  gratified.

My  ever  Dear  Wife: 

Your  ever  welcome  favor  of  the  11th  rec’d  after  a  suspense  painfull 
in  deed  you  and  Julia  must  for  the  present  be  content  with  heart- 
memory  for  the  Present. 

It  is  probable  you  will  not  write  again — I  cannot  say  when  I  shall 
be  through  with  this  perplexing  business — I  have  found  the  directors 
of  the  Bal.  &  O.  R.  R.  very  ignorant  of  Ohio  of  some  of  the  geography 
of  that  portion  of  Country  which  they  ought  to  have  been  well  acquaint¬ 
ed  with — A  Friend  told  me  that  since  I  came  one  of  the  Directors  told 
him  that  Marietta  was  250  miles  further  from  Balt  than  Wheeling  & 
insisted  that  it  must  be  at  least  150  further  a  least — however  I  have  not 
talked  with  an  intelligent  man  here  that  after  the  Whole  Matter  was 
explained  but  what  freely  acknowledged  that  the  route  by  Marietta  ought 
to  be  adopted. 

I  have  letters  from  Mr.  Ewing  &  Vinton  to  Hon.  Lewis  Mc.Lane 
Prest  of  the  R.  R.  Co  of  a  flattering  character  but  he  is  in  New  York  & 
of  course  I  shall  not  see  him — I  have  found  here  a  Mr.  James  Thompson 
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who  once  lived  on  Hocking  with  whom  I  had  formerly  had  a  slight 
acquaintance — 

I  have  not  yet  seen  the  board  together  &  am  not  certain  that  I  shall 
untill  May  3.  I  have  proposed  a  Memorial  &  got  it  printed  (sent  him 
one)  which  I  expect  to  present  to  them — 

It  has  cost  me  time  and  much  reflection  to  prepare  it,  such  as  it 
is,  it  must  go.  I  have  had  every  attention  paid  me  yes  more,  much 
more  than  I  deserve — 

You  have  probably  seen  that  the  Clarksburg  People  have  been 
Praising  my  address  to  them  but  I  have  tried  but  I  must  rely  alone  on 
Him  who  is  able  to  support  me — never  was  there  nor  can  I  conceive 
it  possible  there  can  be  a  ****  time  to  make  a  useful  impression — the 
duty  therefore  is  severe. 

I  hope  I  shall  be  sustained — if  I  am  appointed  a  Com  n  to  the 
G.A.  (General  Assembly)  &  get  the  appoint  by  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Kingsbury.  I  believe  I  shall  attend  at  Phila  but  do  not  think  I  shall  go 
farther  than  that  East. — Believe  if  I  had  closed  my  business  hear  &  had 
rec  d  his  letter  I  should  start  for  N.  E.  to  morrow — remember  at  the 
throne  of  Grace.

“I  should  start  home  as  soon  as  I  had  done  with  the  R.  R.  Company 
had  I  not  given  encouragement  that  I  would  attend  the  Gen1  Assem¬ 
bly — I  have  scarcely  settled  what  I  shall  do  yet. 

I  am  indeed  homesick — but  have  met  with  the  kindest  &  most  respect¬ 
ful  treatment. 

Clarissa’s  excellent  letter  came  yesterday,  Post  Mark-d  21st  double

Dear  William: 

The  danger  of  taking  bank  paper  that  is  worth  nothing  is  now 
great.  The  consternation  respecting  Failures  of  large  brokerage  estab¬ 
lishments  and  banks  I  believe  is  well  founded.  I  have  little  doubt  it  will 
extend  much  further  than  what  it  is  at  present — it  is  probable  that  no 
portion  of  our  Country  can  escape  disastrous  consequences.  Be  careful 
not  to  take,  on  no  account,  of  Bank  paper  from  any  distant  banks.  I 
would  confine  the  exception  to  Marietta,  Lancaster,  the  Franklin  bank 
of  Columbus  &  Chillicothe  &  no  others.  I  do  not  know  that  you  will  be 
in  the  receipt  of  any  other  on  hand  and  have  a  call  to  pay  out  save  the 
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above  named  in  preference  of  all  others.  If  you  can  see  Charles  or  let 
him  know  what  I  have  written  above  be  sure  to  do  it. 

I  fear  our  Stone  making  will  have  a  considerable  amount  on  our 

hands  of  Dead  property.  _  Times  are  fearfully  bad  &  the 

most  Intelligent  men  here  look  for  worse.  Don’t  have  any  more  help. 

I  have  not  yet  presented  my  Memorial  to  the  Board  of  the  R.  R. 
Company — shall  probably  know  in  a  few’  hours  when  and  where  I  can 
do  it.  There  is  no  forcing  anything  along.  I  feel  very  unhappy  but  must 
bear  it — I  find  a  much  more  favorable  opinion  respecting  the  object  of 
my  Mission  since  I  circulated  a  few  copies  than  before.  It  has  been  de¬ 
clared  here  as  an  important  and  valuable  document.

My  dear  wife  and  Children: 

I  left  Balt. — 1  on  Sunday  28th  came  first  day  to  Phil-a — arrived 
about  2  P.M.  arrived  here  about  the  same  hour  Saturday.  Yesterday  I 
visited  Sabbath  2,  &  went  to  meeting  &  sat  in  the  pew  with  the  family 
of  that  distinguished  man.  the  late  Harlan  Page.  I  cannot  describe  to  you 
my  feeling  on  entering  the  domicil  parlour  &  beheld  the  library  hanging 
up  by  the  Wall  side. 

Oh,  how  far  short  do  all  come  of  that  excellent  man — who  of  us  can 
expect  to  hear  the  unspeakable  welcome  like  him — well  done  thou  good 
and  faithful  servant — enter  into  the  Joy  of  thy  Lord. 

I  have  had  much  to  be  thankful  for — at  Balt — I  was  introduced  to 
Dr.  Coe  of  Indianapolis,  a  very  interesting  man — I  found  him  on  board 
the  S-boat  &  he  has  been  my  companion  since  he  is  well  acquainted  at 
Phil-a  &  there  was  introduced  to  M-r  Louis  McLane  whose  being  there 
was  in  part  the  reason  of  my  coming  on — he  is  Pres-t  of  the  Balt.  Ohio 
R.  R.  &  it  was  thought  by  my  friends  to  be  important  to  see  him. 

I  had  at  Bal-t  Letters  of  introduction  from  Messrs  Ewing  and  Vin¬ 
ton.  I  have  just  been  introduced  to  him  by  Dr.  Coe  &  was  rec-d  with 
Politeness  and  respect  to  spend  the  evening  with  him  &  on  the  morrow 
move  forward  for  Boston  & _ 

I  have  seen  H.  D.  Ward — expect  to  dine  there  tomorrow  &  start

at  5  o-clock.  All  is  confusion  &  Dismay.  A  Gent-1  told  me  here  that 
he  had  witnessed  the  Embargo — the  War  &  the  Great  Conflagration  here 
but  never  before  witnessed  so  much  dismay  and  distress  as  at  Present — 
how  it  will  end  is  known  to  Him  who  rules  and  governs  according  to  his 
will  and  perhaps  he  will  bring  order  &  prosperity  out  of  this  Invisible 
state  of  things — it  will  be  well  with  those  who  amidst  these  Judgments 
Learn  Righteousness  &  with  the  proper  spirit  submit  to  his  sovereign 
will  &  Pleasure — 

I  wrote  to  Wm  Just  before  I  left  Bal-t — I  had  not  then  decided  to 
come  on  here — I  believe  I  decided  in  1  hour  after  I  put  the  letters  in 
the  Office — I  came  early  the  next  morning. 

My  whole  course  here  has  been  a  trying  one  I  have  scarcely

known  what  to  do — I  now  sometimes  hope  that  a  kind  and  Gracious 
providence  will  favor  the  Enterprize  &  and  that  my  labor  will  not  all 
be  in  vain.  I  think  at  present  prospects  are,  on  the  whole  favorable  but 
of  any  good  results  attend  it — we  ought  to  attribute  it  to  him  who 
governs  in  the  hearts  of  man  &  doth  his  pleasure  &  none  can  resist  his 
will. 

I  never  needed  your  united  prayers  more.  I  am  old — infirm — find 
many  things  as  Proper — have  an  earnest  desire  that  this  Probably  last 
Public  act  may  prove  beneficial  to  my  country  all  makes  it  important 
to  supplicate — divine  mercy  on  him — I  hope  I  shall  place  my  whole 
reliance.

Gentlemen  of  the  R.  R.  Committee 

I  wrote  a  few  hasty  lines  after  my  arrival  at  BaP  stating  as  well 
as  I  remember  that  I  thought  it  necessary  to  prepare  a  memo  to  be 
presented  to  the  Pres1  &  Directors  of  the  R.  R.  Co. 

I  found  it  to  be  important  to  have  this  printed  to  enable  me  to 
Place  my  views  &  yours  more  distinctly  not  only  before  the  24  (29) 
Directors  but  also  other  influential  men,  I  presume  that  several  of  you 
have,  ere  this,  recd  a  Copy. 

I  was  Introduced  to  several  members  of  the  board  to  who  I  ex¬ 
plained  that  men  appointed  to  so  important  a  trust  knew  so  little  about 
what  ought  to  have  been  the  primary  Qualification — the  Geography 
of  this  portion  of  the  Country — a  Friend  assured  me  that  in  conversing 
with  one  of  these  Gen1  Dir  that  he  asserted  that  Marietta  was  250  miles 
farther  from  B —  than  Wheeling  &  with  all  of  them  the  importance  of 
Wheeling  was  duly  magnified — I  obtained  the  Publication  in  all  the 
papers  (through  our  Friend)  of  your  report  which  excited  much  attention 
beleaving  also  that  the  opinions  of  People  has  undergone  some  change, 
and  also  beleaving  that  a  part  of  these  Hon1  Directors  are  mear  men 

of -  easily  moulded  by  a  master  spirit  and  having  been  assured 

that  the  President  Mr  McLane  was  not  only  unpledged  but  fully 
open  to  conviction  and  being  urged  by  our  Friends  here  to  see  him  before 
I  presented  the  memo  formally  to  the  Board.  I  have  come  on  here  for 
that  purpose.  I  recd  Letters  of  Introduction  forwarded  to  BaP  from  the 
Hon1  messrs  Ewing  &  Vinton  &  I  have  had  the  honor  a  few  minutes 
ago  to  present  them  to  Mr  McLane — and  have  Recd  assurance  from  him 
that  the  subject  was  left  open  where  the  road  should  reach  the  Ohio  or 
he  otherwise  would  not  have  accepted  the  appointment.  In  the  short 
Interview'  I  have  had  with  him  I  caught  considerable  that  was  Favorable 
he  appointed  this  evening  a  further  appointment  for  me — explain  vour 
wishes,  etc. — You  are  all  aware  of  the  Terrible  state  of  the  Monetary 
business  throughout  our  Country.  My  situation  has  been  a  trying  one. 
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perhaps  it  would  have  been  more  satisfactory  to  have  immediately  re¬ 
turned  without  making  an  effort  from  an  anxious  and  careful  review 
of  the  whole  ground.  I  have  decided  otherwise. 

I  have  a  strong  desire  to  go  on  to  Boston.  I  shall  determine  that 
matter  after  my  interview  with  Mr.  McLane  but  conclude  from  a  word 
that  was  dropt  from  him  that  he  will  conclude  to  be  in  Baltimore  in 
about  three  weeks — in  which  time,  if  a  kind  providence  should  favor  me 
I  can  meet  him  and  the  members  of  the  Board. 

I  shall  indeed  be  disappointed  if  I  do  not  succeed  in  procuring  a  re¬ 
examination  &  survey  of  our  route — and  this  is  all  that  can  now  be 
expected. 

When  I  got  to  Baltimore  I  found  that  most  of  the  money  I  brought 
wras  little  better  than  blank  paper.  If  I  could  have  a  draft  of  the  S50 
forwarded  to  me  at  Baltimore  it  would  be  a  relief — direct  to  the  care  of 
James  Thompson,  Commision  merchant  at  Donnel’s  wharf  or  Messrs 
Tiffany,  Devol  Company.  Mr.  Thompson  has  rendered  very  essential 
service.

I  had  a  most  gratifying  visit  with  Mr.  McLane — he  has  taken  the 
memorial  &  your  expo-  will  send  to  Baltimore  tomorrow  and  I  have 
agreed  to  call  on  him  on  my  return — he  assures  me  that  if  he  remains 
as  President  (of  which  I  believe  there  is  little  doubt)  an  examination 
of  our  route  shall  be  made  and  that  we  shall  have  sufficient  Notice 
before  there  is  any  definite  action  respecting  the  Ultimate  determination 
— is  said  (to  enforce  our  wishes)  which  he  thinks  will  not  take  place 
under  a  year  hence — he  will  write  to  have  a  resolution  passed  to  have 
the  route  surveyed  which  I  hope  to  have  the  pleasure  of  being  the 
bearer  when  I  return.  I  had  the  pleasure  to  have  the  company  of  H.  D.

Letter  of  May  1  to  the  Gentlemen  of  the  R.  R.  Committee : 

I  found  at  Baltimore  that  5  parties  of  Civil  engineers,  at  the  expense 
of  the  United  States  are  now  examining  the  route,  first  to  Boonsboro 
&  Hagerstown,  second  to  Cumberland  &  the  mouth  of  the  Savage  by 
Winchester  &  Romney,  Virginia.  I  have  a  long  conversation  with  Mr. 
McKnight,  the  head  of  the  party  who  did  not  hestitate  to  give  his  opinion 
— be  most  adapted  to  having  a  lateral  road  from  Romney  to  Cumberland 
and  that  the  main  stem  would  go  direct  to  Savage  and  up  that  creek. 
Crabtree,  over  the  Backbone  near  Armstrong  in  the  Glades.  The  third 
party  from  Backbone  to  Wheeling,  the  fourth  from  Cumberland  up 
Wills  Creek  by  Castleman  river  &  to  Pittsburgh,  and  fifth  from  Cheat 
river  to  Parkersburg — it  therefore  appeared  to  me  that  now  is  the  time.

— I  believe  I  may  venture  to  say  that  I  had  convincing  proof 
both  while  on  the  way  &  at  Baltimore  that  many  Intelligent  and  interest¬ 
ing  men  are  not  convinced  that  the  route  we  advocated  is  the  one  to 
be  adapted  for  the  country’s  Greatest  benefits  &  I  have  been  urged  to 
persevere  have  come  on  so  far  now.

Philadelphia 
May  27,  1837 

Dear  Wm.r 

I  arrived  here  on  my  return  yesterday  at  12  noon.  I  have  never 
during  my  life  had  in  the  same  length  of  time  so  much  enjoyment  from 
the  time  I  wrote  you  at  Baltimore.  I  believe  dated  on  the  27th  of  April. 
I  had  a  prosperous  journey  on  East  at  New  York.  I  had  an  interview  with 
Louis  McLane,  President  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad.  He  gave 
me  every  appearance  of  his  assistance  in  procuring  the  survey  of  the 
route  by  C.  (Cumberland)  to  Marietta  and  appeared  convinced  that  the 
route  ought  to  be  adopted  when  the  Company  came  to  the  first  conclu¬ 
sion  on  that  subject. 

Left  New’  York  at  5  P.M.,  arrived  at  Killinglv  next  day  at  2  P.M. 

Found  my  excellent  old  minister  in  his  87th  year  as  _  as  in 

his  youth  an  entirely  graceful  gentleman  in  his  manners.  He  said,  when 
I  was  introduced,  my  father.  Cutler. 

Cutler  _  he  once  knew  Ephraim  Cutler  but  he  removed 

a  long  time  ago  to  the  West.  “I  am  the  man.  said  I.”  He  clasped  me  in 
his  arms  and  was  so  agitated  that  it  took  him  some  time  to  recover 
himself.  At  length  he  said  “their  is  not  a  man  in  the  world  that  could 
be  gladder  to  see.”  I  was  received  everywhere  in  the  most  flattering 
manner.  On  Sabbath  I  had  the  satisfaction  to  join  in  commemorating 
the  dying  love  of  our  dear  Redeemer  w'ith  a  number  of  my  old  friends 
and  with  the  offspring  of  numbers  now  gone  to  their  eternal  home. 

Col.  -  Torrey  devoted  his  time,  horse  and  chaise  in  car¬ 

rying  me  about  so  that  I  had  the  opportunity  of  seeing  the  vast  im¬ 
provements  which  are  astonishingly  great  in  Killingly.  It  is  to  me  now 
the  Pleasantest  place  I  ever  saw  except  home. 

Monday,  left  at  11,  A.M.  arrived  at  Boston,  via  Worcester  7  A.M., 
arrived  at  Salem,  10  A.M.  and  then  Brother  Poole.  11  A.M.  Called  at 
Dr.  Torrey’s  but  he  was  out.  He  came  up  soon  after,  found  Brother 
Poole  sick,  also,  Leonard.  Dr.  Torrey,  with  Brother  Poole’s  horse  and 
chaise  took  me  to  Hamilton  where  I  saw  Augusta,  oldest  daughter, 
Rev.  Mr.  Kelly,  who  inquired  after  you  continually.  Dr.  Torrey’s  son 

-  in  Beverly  and  Temple  on  my  return  to  Boston  which  I 

left  on  Monday,  1  P.M.  by  Providence  Railroad.  Left  Providence  4 
P.M.,  encountered  a  terrible  storm  in  the  passage  to  New  York.  Arrived 
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there  Tuesday,  1  P.M.  Wednesday,  left  New  York  at  5  A.M.,  arrived  at 
Philadelphia  at  12  noon,  and  here  I  am.  Went  to  the  General  Assembly 
(Presbyterian)  heard  sermon  by  Dr.  Witherspoon,  text.  First  Corin¬ 
thians,  1st  chapter,  verses  2-11.  Dr.  Dickinson  was  chosen  Moderator 
by  a  vote  of  133  to  106.  Dr.  Dickinson  was  from  Lane  Seminary. 

,  Discussed  Old  School  (Presbyterian)  affairs. 

Now  for  your  letters  by  Mr.  Roberts.  I  am  pleased  with  McClure's 
joining  in  the  stone  business,  but  fear  that  there  will  be  no  opportunities 
for  selling  any  this  year,  occasioned  by  the  overturn  in  money  matters. 

It  is  beyond  all  description.  A  Mr.  Allen  who  visited  me  more  than  30 
years  ago  in  Ohio,  a  most  respectable  man  in  New  York  said  he  had 
seen  the  Embargo  and  the  conflagration  and  the  war  and  that  all  put 
*  together  did  not  occasion  as  much  distress  as  this  dreadful  disaster,  so 

said  one  of  the  first  men  in  Philadelphia.  Since  I  arrived  here  more 
than  100  Irish  have  left  New  York  in  the  boat  with  me  and  are  now 
either  here  or  in  the  country  hunting  for  something  to  do.  At  Lynn, 
the  shoemakers  were  leaving  in  great  numbers,  distress  in  the  extreme 
is  everywhere  felt  among  the  laborers,  and  the  rich  are  becoming  poor. 

I  do  not  wish  to  have  the  wool  sold  unless  you  can  obtain  cash  for 
it,  if  anyone  will  give  that  at  40,  sell,  but  I  expect  that  you  cannot  get 
*■  anything  for  it.  I  had  rather  keep  it  than  to  trust  anyone  there  I  know. 

No  knowing  whom  to  trust  nor  where  these  things  will  end.  The  Lord 
reigns  and  that  is  different  as  a  nation.  We  deserve  all  we  are  experienc¬ 
ing  and  much  more  as  individuals  we  merit  not  for  His  forbearance  and 
long  suffering  much  and  the  blessings  we  are  constantly  receiving  at 
His  hand.  I  have  been  preserved  in  the  most  eminent  dangers  again  and 
again  since  I  left  you  and  what  poor  return  am  I  making  for  his  kind¬ 
ness  over  me.  Oh,  let  me  not  forget  the  hand  that  leads  and  guides  us 
through  all  our  ways. 

I  think  you  are  quite  premature  in  contracting  for  building  the 
M.  H. 

I  cannot  tell  you  when  the  assembly  will  be  likely  to  adjourn — an 
evening  session  is  anticipated.  I  shall  return  by  the  kind  providence 
by  Baltimore  and  Pittsburgh  and  attend  to  the  stone  concern. 

The  balance  of  the  sheet  to  Ma’am  and  the  girls. 

My  Dear  Family: 

You  cannot  even  conceive  how  much  I  want  to  return  to  your 
kind  embrace.  I  am  too  old  to  be  away  from  home  of  all  places  the 
most  proper  for  such  an  old  and  worn-out  thing  as  I  am.  (He  was  70 
I  years  old).  A  gracious  Providence  has  constantly  provided  for  me  and 

I  have  everywhere  found  friends  in  abundance,  contrary  even  to  my 
hopes.  I  think  I  have  succeeded  in  my  mission.  I  expect  to  attain  all  I 
asked  from  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  R.  R.  Company  for  at  last  the  Presi¬ 
dent  has  promised  it.  The  manner  that  my  old  friends  and  neighbors 
received  me  overwhelms  me.  A  real  excitement  seemed  to  prevail 
throughout  the  Killingly  neighborhood.  All  flocked  around  me  and  joy 
seemed  to  sparkle  from  every  eye.  I  have  a  fine  specimen  of  Granite 
for  your  cabinet.  I  cannot  bring  home  much  of  anything  of  value. 
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I  wrote  to  Henry  Dawes  some  description  of  my  reception  by  Mr. 
Atchison  and  requested  him  to  forward  it  to  you. 

Before  I  left  Batimore  I  was  discouraged,  worn  out  and  homesick 
— despairing  of  effecting  anything  and  was  requited  exceedingly  when 
I  went  to  the  fountainhead,  Mr.  McLane.  I  found  that  I  could  make 
an  impression  and  he  appeared  gratified  with  the  memorial  I  had 
written  and  was  not  backward  in  giving  me  encouragement.  I  asked 
about  the  monetary  concerns  of  the  country  and  if  they  prevent  the  pro¬ 
gress  for  building  the  road  at  present. 

But  every  hour  seems  like  a  day  and  every  day  a  month  while  here 
but  twill  not  do  to  put  the  hand  to  the  plow  and  look  back. 

Tell  Mr.  Kingsbury  that  a  namesake  and  relation  of  his  belongs  to 
this  body  (The  Presbyterian  Assembly)  and  Mrs.  Kingsbur>r  that 
Calvin  Cutler  is  also  one  and  is  a  relation  of  mine .

Mr.  C.  Cutler  and  Mr.  Dolheare,  pleasant  companions.

Church)  with  the  interesting  debates  which  will  be  reported  by  that 
excellent  man,  Mr.  Stansbury,  formerly  a  Presbyterian  minister  and  one 
of  the  best  reporters  ever  yet  in  the  U.  S.

CHAPTER  13 


THE  CUTLERS  AND  ANTI-SLAVERY 


Ephraim  Cutler  and  his  son,  William  P.  Cutler  lived  according 
to  the  precepts  for  the  government  of  the  Northwest  Territory,  the 
Ordinance  of  1787,  which  stated  in  Article  VI  that  “There  shall  be 
neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude  in  the  said  territory."  and 
the  second  article  of  the  Ohio  Constitution  of  1802.  devised  by 
Ephraim  Cutler,  which  forbade  slavery  within  the  limits  of  the  new 
state.  Also,  as  a  member  of  the  Ohio  Legislature  in  the  early  1820’s, 
he  was  the  leader  against  the  proposed  Black  Laws. 

William  P.  Cutler,  throughout  his  legislative  career,  both  in  the 
Ohio  Legislature  and  in  Congress,  often  spoke  out  against  the  sys¬ 
tem.  In  the  years  before  the  War  between  the  States,  there  began  the 
practice  of  encouraging  slaves  to  escape  into  the  Northern  states  and 
Canada,  a  practice  that  became  known  as  the  “Underground  Rail¬ 
road.”  Since  the  Cutler  home  was  by  the  Ohio  River,  escaping  slaves 
often  crossed  the  River  into  the  community. 

One  notable  event  of  this  kind  occurred  on  the  night  of  July 
9,  1845  when  six  slaves  of  John  H.  Howard  at  Washington's  Rot- 
tom,  Wood  County,  Virginia,  crossed  the  river  near  Blennerhasset 
Island,  and  were  met  by  three  Belpre  citizens  who  were  to  be  their 
“Underground  conductors”  to  the  next  station  in  Ohio.  The  so 
called  ‘conductors'  were  arrested  by  Parkersburg  law  officers  and 
were  lodged  in  the  Parkersburg  jail  and  held  without  bond,  a  case 
that  became  known  as  the  Parkersburg  Slave  Case.  The  affair  reached 
the  halls  of  the  Ohio  State  Legislature  of  which  William  P.  Cutler 
was  a  member  and  even  the  high  courts  of  the  United  States. 

The  Cutler  Collection  of  Letters  and  Documents,  now  in  the 
Dawes  Memorial  Library  of  Marietta  College,  includes  nine  letters 
which  pertain  to  the  period  of  the  Underground  Railroad.  The  list  of 
the  names  of  the  correspondents  follows:

CHAPTER  14 

THE  WARREN  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 


The  early  history  of  the  Warren  Presbyterian  Church  in  War¬ 
ren  Township  was  closely  allied  with  the  family  of  Ephraim  Cutler. 
Besides  helping  to  found  the  religious  organization,  the  family  was 
among  its  most  generous  supporters  for  over  half  of  a  century. 

The  organization  grew  out  of  the  religious  desires  of  the  settlers 
of  the  community  for  a  church  home.  Before  the  founding,  there  had 
been  loosely  organized  Sabbath  Schools  held  in  the  homes  of  the 
leading  residents,  and  occasional  sermons  by  the  clergy  of  Belpre 
and  Marietta,  and  by  itinerant  missionaries  enroute  to  their  assign¬ 
ments  farther  to  the  West. 

The  organization  of  the  religious  society  dates  back  to  the 
winter  of  1824-1825  when  two  missionaries  from  the  Connecticut 
Missionary  Society,  on  their  way  down  the  Ohio  river,  became 
stranded  by  an  ice  jamb.  These  dedicated  men,  named  Chamberlain 
and  West,  resolute  in  their  missions,  asked  if  they  might  visit  the 
homes  of  the  community  with  a  view  to  establishing  a  church  society. 
They  were  welcomed  during  their  stay  of  a  few  weeks  and  thus 
became  the  founders  of  the  society. 

Ephraim  Cutler,  though  not  a  member  of  any  church,  but  true 
to  his  religious  background  and  home  surroundings,  joined  in  the 
efforts,  which  after  four  years,  1824-1828  resulted  in  a  Presbyterian 
church  of  the  Athens  Presbytery.  Cutler  was  among  the  first  group 
of  the  membership.

CHAPTER  15 

THE  WESTERN  LIBRARY  ASSOCIATION 


The  early  settlers  in  the  outlying  areas  of  the  Ohio  Company’s 
Purchase,  especially  those  isolated  by  miles  of  distance  away  from 
the  settlements  along  the  Ohio  and  Muskingum  rivers,  found  them¬ 
selves  in  the  midst  of  dense  forests  abounding  in  every  variety  of 
wild  animal  native  to  the  region.  Having  come  from  New  England, 
where  life  had  developed  to  a  high  degree  of  civilization,  they  soon 
realized  that  their  success  in  spite  of  their  isolation  would  depend 
upon  their  physical  efforts  and  ingenuities  for  obtaining  food  and 
clothing  and  other  necessities  for  their  existence. 

For  food,  it  was  necessary  to  fell  the  trees  and  clear  space  for 
garden  plots  for  vegetables,  and  to  enlarge  the  clearing  for  planting 
grain.  For  their  clothing  and  meats,  they  hunted  the  predatory  wild 
animals.  Every  effort  that  they  exerted  was  to  overcome  the  handi¬ 
caps  and  turn  them  into  assets.  In  addition  to  physical  obstacles,  the 
pioneers  were  further  isolated  by  the  lack  of  reading  materials. 
There  was  irregular  mail  service,  and  in  the  early  years  only  the 
occasional  traveler  who  would  venture  into  the  area.  Therefore,  the 
question  was  how  to  make  some  obstacle  into  an  asset,  to  turn  some 
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marketable  product  into  money  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  other 
reading  materials. 

In  the  Amesville  community,  there  was  but  one  newspaper 
subscription,  and  each  issue  came  three  months  after  publication. 
Finally  a  traveler  came  to  the  settlement  and  was  apprised  of  the 
situation.  He  related  that  there  was  a  rapidly  expanding  fur  trade 
in  the  seaboard  markets,  founded  by  John  Jacob  Astor,  and  that  fur 
prices  W’ere  at  a  premium. 

Why  not,  they  reasoned,  turn  the  obstacle  of  predatory  fur 
bearing  animals  into  an  asset  since  almost  every  male  settler,  with 
his  ever-trusty  rifle,  was  bringing  in  furs  for  which  there  was  no 
market?  Accordingly,  a  Library  Association  was  organized.  Shares 
were  sold  for  $2.50  each  to  provide  the  capital,  with  a  fee  of  25 
cents  a  year  for  use  of  the  Library.  Ephraim  Cutler  purchased  four 
shares,  Silvanus  Ames,  who  had  come  from  the  Belpre  settlement 
where  there  was  a  circulating  library,  joined  in  the  project  by  pur¬ 
chasing  two  shares.  The  total  number  of  shares  sold  was  34. 

The  organization  was  not  completed  until  1801,  when  one  of 
the  settlers,  Samuel  Brown,  began  preparations  for  a  wagon  trip  to 
Boston.  He  took  along  a  supply  of  furs,  and  while  in  Boston,  he  pur¬ 
chased  books  for  the  price  of  $73.50.  He  had  found  a  ready  market 
for  furs  both  in  New  York  and  Boston. 

The  library  organization  became  a  reality  in  1804  when  the 
Ohio  Legislature  gave  it  a  charter  as  the  Western  Library  Associa¬ 
tion.  In  after-years,  since  furs  had  been  the  origin,  the  Library  was 
popularly  known  as  the  “Coonskin”  Library.  It  was  antedated  by 
only  three  other  library  associations,  The  Belpre  Farmers  Library, 
1796,  The  Cincinnati  Public  Library,  February  13,  1802,  and  the 
Erie  Literary  Society  of  Trumbull  County,  April  16,  1803. 

The  books  accumulated  by  the  “Coonskin”  library  grew  to 
several  hundred  volumes,  a  considerable  number  for  what  was  con¬ 
sidered  a  small  isolated  community  in  that  earlv  period.  Many  years 
later  the  Library  was  divided,  and  a  part  was  taken  to  Dover  Town¬ 
ship  in  Athens  County  where  a  number  of  the  original  stockholders 
had  moved.  The  portion  retained  by  the  Ames  settlement  was  sold 
in  1860  or  1861  to  J.  G.  Glazier,  A.  W.  Glazier,  and  E.  H.  Brawley. 
This  portion  was  afterward  sold  to  William  P.  Cutler  of  Washington 
County,  who  at  his  death  in  1889,  willed  the  remainder  of  the  books 
to  his  daughter,  Miss  Sarah  J.  Cutler  of  Marietta.  Miss  Cutler,  some 
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years  before  her  death  in  1933,  donated  the  Library  to  the  Ohio 
Historical  Society  where  it  is  now  on  display — a  monument  to  the 
ingenuity  of  the  once  isolated  settlers  in  a  remote  small  community 
one  hundred  and  sixty  years  ago.

CHAPTER  17 

I 

EPHRAIM  CUTLER  —  THE  CLOSING  YEARS 


Ephraim  Cutler,  as  is  recorded  by  his  daughter,  Julia  Perkins 
Cutler,  spent  the  closing  years  of  his  life  quietly  in  the  Old  Stone 
House.  William  P.  Cutler,  his  only  surviving  son,  handled  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  family  as  the  worthy  successor  to  a  most  admirable 
father.  In  1850  Julia  wrote  in  her  diary  on  her  father's  eighty-third 
birthday  “except  for  his  deafness  he  might  be  thought  fifteen  years 
younger  .  .  “Pa  came  home  this  evening  having  ridden  through 
snow  and  wind — twenty-eight  miles.”  Ephraim  Cutler  lived  patient¬ 
ly  and  wisely  until  his  death,  July  8,  1853. 

The  funeral  service  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Ebenezer  B. 
Andrews,  who  also  conducted  the  burial  rites  in  the  Gravel  Bank 
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cemetery  in  Warren  Township,  beside  the  graves  of  his  two  wives, 
Leah  Atwood  Cutler,  1768-1807  and  Sally  Parker  Cutler,  1777-1846, 
and  his  son,  Manasseh,  1810-1822. 


The  epitaph  on  his  tombstone,  now  partially  indistinct,  records 
the  following: 


Ephraim  Cutler 
Son  of  Rev.  Manasseh  Cutler,  L.L.D. 
Bom  at  Edgartown,  Mass. 

April  13,  1767 

He  emigrated  to  the  Territory- 
Northwest  of  the  Ohio,  1795 

was  appointed  Judge 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
and  of  the  Quarter  Sessions,  1797 
was  a  member  of  the 
Territorial  Legislature,  1801 
and  of  the  Convention  which 
formed  the  Constitution 
of  the  State  of  Ohio,  1802 

He  afterwards  filled  many  places  of 
usefulness  and  honor  and  labored  to  promote 
education,  religion  and  true  freedom 


He  died  July  8,  1853 
aged  86  years

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CHAPTER  19 

THE  PARKER  FAMILY 


Ephraim  Cutler’s  second  wife,  to  whom  he  was  married  on 
April  13,  1808,  was  Miss  Sally  Parker,  a  descendant  of  a  prominent 
New  England  family  which  had  settled  there  in  1669.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  William  Parker,  who  with  his  family  started  to  the 
Ohio  Country  in  1788,  but  because  of  the  Indian  hostilities  spent 
several  years  on  the  banks  of  the  Monongahela  River,  arriving  in 
1795,  after  a  hazardous  journey,  at  their  original  destination  where 
Parker  was  a  shareholder  in  The  Ohio  Company.  He  settled  his 
family  in  an  area  later  known  as  Meigs  County. 

William  Parker,  a  carpenter  and  cabinet  maker  had  purchased 
a  small  farm  and  also  worked  at  his  trade  while  sojourning  on  the 
Monongahela  River.  Sally,  the  third  of  nine  children,  was  bom  at 
Newburyport,  Massachusetts,  in  1777,  and  died  at  the  Cutler  home 
at  Constitution.  Ohio,  in  1846.  As  the  wife  of  Ephraim  Cutler,  she 
was  the  mother  of  five  children,  as  follows:

CHAPTER  20 

THE  SHIPMAN  FAMILY 


Among  the  allied  ancestral  lines  of  the  Cutler-Dawes  families 
was  that  of  Shipman,  a  name  which  had  been  prominent  in  Con¬ 
necticut  as  far  back  as  1667.  The  first  progenitor  to  settle  in  the 
Northwest  Territory  was  Joshua  Shipman,  (1767-1823,)  who,  hav¬ 
ing  made  a  trip  of  inspection,  in  1789,  of  the  opportunities  for  a 
livelihood  in  the  new  country,  migrated,  with  his  wife,  the  former 
Sybil  Chapman,  and  their  three  year  old  son.  Charles,  to  Marietta 
in  October,  1790.  Mrs.  Shipman  was  the  daughter  of  an  earlier 
settler,  Levi  Chapman,  who  had  entered  land  in  Salem  Township  in 
Washington  County. 

The  first  residence  of  the  Shipman's  was  a  log  cabin  in  the  part 
of  Marietta,  then  known  as  Liberty  Hill  within  sight  of  the  Campus 
Martius  fortifications,  to  which  they  moved  because  of  the  increasing 
Indian  troubles. 

Joshua  was  a  carpenter  and  house  builder,  a  trade  which  he  had 
followed  for  some  years,  and  in  Marietta  he  immediately  found  a 
growing  demand  for  his  talents  following  the  conclusion  of  the  In¬ 
dian  War.  Among  the  edifices  that  he  built  in  Marietta  were  the 
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Muskingum  Academy  and  the  Old  Two  Horn  (Congregational) 
Church  which  were  landmarks  in  the  town  for  many  years. 

After  coming  to  Marietta,  eight  other  children  were  born.  Har¬ 
riett,  who  died  in  infancy;  William  Henry,  1793-1829;  Frederick. 
1795-1839;  Joshua.  1797-1829;  Elizabeth,  1800-1830;  Julia,  Mrs. 
Nathaniel  Holden.  1802-1872;  Maria,  Mrs.  Isaac  Shook,  1804-1865; 
Samuel,  1807-1880;  and  Joseph  Chapman.  1810-1829.  Two  of  the 
sons,  Charles  and  Samuel,  throughout  their  lives  were  prominent 
and  influential  citizens  in  Athens,  Marietta  and  Gallipolis. 

Charles  Shipman,  the  eldest  son.  1787-1860.  spent  his  boyhood 
with  his  family  in  Marietta,  helping  his  father  in  his  building  oper¬ 
ations.  He  was  a  pupil  in  the  Muskingum  Academy  during  the  first 
years  of  its  existence,  1800-1801  under  the  tutelage  of  the  first 
teacher  and  principal,  David  Putnam.  In  his  boyhood  years  he  was 
employed  as  a  clerk  in  the  drug  store  of  Dr.  Jabez  True  and  later  on 
in  the  drug  store  of  Dr.  Increase  Mathews  in  Putnam  (Zanesville). 
A  note  in  his  diary,  found  many  years  later,  states  that  he  was  a 
pupil  in  Marietta’s  first  Sunday  School,  organized  by  Mary  Lake. 
Another  note  in  his  diary,  1808.  told  of  a  trip  back  to  the  old  Ship- 
man  home  in  Saybrook.  Connecticut,  and  of  walking  most  of  the 
way.  He  was  then  21  years  of  age. 

Soon  after  his  return  to  Marietta,  he  was  married  to  Frances 
White  Dana  of  Belpre  and  went  to  live  in  Gallipolis  where  he  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  mercantile  business.  While  in  Gallipolis,  a  son,  William 
Charles  Shipman,  1812-1836.  was  born  and  soon  thereafter,  be¬ 
reavement  came  in  the  death  of  his  wife. 

Later  in  1812  he  went,  by  chance,  to  Athens  to  a  general  muster 
of  the  militia,  and  being  attracted  to  the  village,  he  decided  to  return 
and  open  a  store.  During  the  War  of  1812.  as  a  militiaman  in  the 
Company  of  General  Edward  W.  Tupper,  he  received  three  promo¬ 
tions,  first  an  adjutancy,  followed  by  a  commission  as  a  major,  and 
finally  to  a  colonel. 

In  1814,  he  was  married  to  Joanna  Herrick  Bartlett,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Henry  and  Betsey  (Corey)  Bartlett.  They  became  the  parents 
of  five  children,  three  daughters,  Joanna  Frances,  (1815-1903)  who 
became  the  wife  of  Sala  Bosworth  in  Marietta,  Betsey  Sybil.  (1816- 
1895),  who  became  Mrs.  Reman  Gates,  also  of  Marietta,  and  Char¬ 
lotte  Orphana.  (1818-1827),  and  two  sons,  Henry  Bartlett  (1821- 
1902),  and  John  Bartlett,  (1823-1906). 
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Mary  Beman  Gates,  the  daughter  of  Beman  Gates  and  Betsey 
Sybil  (Shipman)  Gates,  became  the  wife  of  General  Rufus  R. 
Dawes,  and  the  mother  of  the  Dawes  family;  Charles  Gates  Dawes, 
Rufus  Cutler  Dawes,  Beman  Gates  Daw^es,  Henry  Manasseh.  Mary, 
(Mrs.  Arthur  G.  Beach)  and  Betsey,  (Mrs.  Harry  B.  Hoyt.) 

Charles  Shipman,  with  his  family  lived  in  Athens,  Ohio,  for  a 
quarter  of  a  century,  where  he  established  a  large  mercantile  busi¬ 
ness.  He  was  a  founder  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Athens  and  a 
leader  in  the  temperance  movement.  A  total  abstainer,  he  was  one 
of  the  first  store  keepers  to  ban  the  sale  of  liquor  from  his  establish¬ 
ment.  He  w?as  also  instrumental  in  founding  the  first  agricultural 
society  in  Ohio.  His  home  in  Athens,  built  in  the  1820's  is  still 
standing,  (1962). 

In  1837,  Charles  Shipman,  moved  with  his  family  to  Marietta 
where  he  joined  in  a  partnership  wdth  his  brother,  Samuel.  1  1 80 7 - 
1880)  in  a  mercantile  business  at  Front  and  Greene  Streets. 

Samuel  Shipman  received  his  education,  first  in  Muskingum 
Academy  and  later  on  in  Ohio  University.  Samuel  lived  throughout 
his  entire  life  in  Marietta,  becoming,  like  his  brother.  Charles,  had  in 
Athens,  one  of  the  leading  citizens  of  Marietta.  In  1855  he  was  elect¬ 
ed  Treasurer  of  Marietta  College,  an  office  which  he  held  for  12 
years.  In  1859  he  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Marietta 
College  and  continued  to  serve  until  his  death  in  1880. 

The  Shipman  Letters  and  Documents,  now  a  part  of  the  Mari¬ 
etta  College  Archives,  cover  a  long  period  of  American  historv  dat¬ 
ing  from  the  seventeenth  century  in  New  England  to  the  late  1800's 
in  Ohio.  They  reveal  a  considerable  portion  of  local  historv  in  Ohio. 
Marietta,  Gallipolis,  Athens  and  Zanesville,  where  business  and  so¬ 
cial  activities  were  centered.

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CHAPTER  21 


WILLIAM  PARKER  CUTLER 


William  Parker  Cutler,  the  second  son  of  Ephraim  and  Sally 
(Parker)  Cutler  was  born  in  1812  at  the  Cutler  Homestead  in  War¬ 
ren  Township,  Washington  County,  Ohio.  Throughout  his  adult  life 
he  became  known  as  one  of  the  leading  men  in  the  State  of  Ohio  in 
the  fields  of  industry,  politics,  education  and  religion. 

His  education  began  early  in  his  boyhood.  His  mother,  herself 
a  scholar,  directed  his  primary  education  through  his  early  years 
and  both  his  father  and  mother  provided  him  with  books,  newspaper 
and  other  educational  materials  far  in  excess  of  those  found  in  the 
average  pioneer  household.  He  was  prepared  for  college  in  the  Acad¬ 
emy  of  Ohio  University,  of  which  his  father  was  a  trustee,  and  in 
1829,  he  began  his  college  work  in  that  institution.  At  the  close  of 
his  junior  year,  he  was  forced  to  withdraw  because  of  ill  health,  a 
situation  which  often  recurred  throughout  the  whole  of  his  busy  life. 

Returning  to  the  farm  in  the  hope  that  outdoor  life  might  help 
him  to  regain  his  health,  he  met  with  disappointment  over  the  slow¬ 
ness  of  recovery.  The  following  year.  1834  he  sought  the  curative 
benefits  of  travel  by  a  leisurely  journey  on  horseback  through  the 
states  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  for  a  visit  with  a  former  class¬ 
mate  who  was  a  physician  in  Mecklinburg  of  the  latter  state.  In  his 
diary  of  the  trip,  he  recorded  an  item  of  his  stay  at  the  White  Sul¬ 
phur  Springs  Inn,  “Spent  a  week,  lodging  and  horsefeed,  $8.25.” 

On  returning  from  his  North  Carolina  sojourn,  with  his  health 
greatly  improved,  he  assisted  his  father  on  the  farm  and  in  small 
business  enterprises,  among  them,  the  grindstone  industry,  which 
had  been  founded  by  his  father  and  a  neighbor,  that  was  to  continue 
through  their  successors  for  nearly  a  century. 

.  In  the  late  1830’s,  he  entered  a  new  phase  of  his  life,  that  of  a 
public  speaker  and  orator,  the  training  for  which  began  in  the  liter¬ 
ary  societies  of  his  Alma  Mater.  He  soon,  by  the  effectiveness  of  his 
public  speeches,  attracted  the  attention  of  the  leaders  of  the  Whig 
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Party  in  Ohio  and  within  a  year  thereafter,  entered  actively  into 
political  life.  In  1842,  he  was  nominated  as  a  candidate  for  the  Ohio 
House  of  Representatives,  but  was  defeated  at  the  election.  In  1844, 
he  again  became  a  candidate  for  the  Legislature  and  was  successful. 
Before  the  close  of  the  session,  he  had  become  the  floor  leader  for  his 
Party.  In  1845  and  again  in  1846,  he  was  re-elected,  and  in  the  latter 
session,  was  chosen  speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

In  1848,  he  was  nominated  to  represent  the  Congressional  Dis¬ 
trict,  composed  of  Washington,  Morgan  and  Perry  counties  for  the 
United  States  Congress,  but  failed  to  win  the  election.  A  year  later 
he  was  chosen  to  represent  Washington  County  in  the  Convention 
for  revising  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

In  1845,  he  had  begun  another  of  the  important  phases  of  his 
career,  the  railroad  industry,  then  non-existent  in  Ohio.  In  the  legis¬ 
lative  session  of  1845-1846  he  had  been  influential  in  securing  a 
charter  for  the  Belpre  &  Cincinnati  Railroad,  a  line  that  was  being 
projected  from  Marietta  to  Cincinnati.  From  that  year  and  through¬ 
out  the  following  quarter  of  a  century,  he  had  a  vision  that  the  com¬ 
mercial  growth  of  the  State  of  Ohio  for  trade  and  industry  could  be 
realized  only  in  the  construction  of  railroads  that  would  transport 
the  farm  and  industrial  products  to  the  markets  of  the  rapidly  grow¬ 
ing  cities. 

In  1847,  he  was  elected  to  the  directorship  of  the  Belpre  &  Cin¬ 
cinnati  Railroad,  and  in  1850  was  chosen  as  its  president.  In  the 
meantime  the  name  of  the  railroad  had  been  changed  to  the  Marietta 
&  Cincinnati  Railroad. 

On  his  entry  into  railroad  operations.  Cutler  soon  found  that 
the  first  obstacle  to  be  overcome  was  the  acquisition  of  capital  funds, 
a  condition  of  economics  that  was  to  harass  him  and  his  partners 
throughout  his  railroad  building  career.  Financial  depressions  were 
ever  recurring,  the  first  in  Cutler’s  career  in  the  early  1850’s  in 
Ohio  during  the  construction  of  the  Marietta  &  Cincinnati  line  and 
its  extension  northward  on  the  Ohio  side  of  the  Ohio  River  toward 
a  connection  with  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad.  The  construction  of 
the  railroad  toward  Cincinnati  progressed,  but  the  projected  line 
northward  from  Marietta,  with  only  twelve  miles  of  surveying  and 
grading,  came  to  an  end. 

However,  despite  the  financial  conditions  of  the  economy,  the 
construction  work  on  the  Marietta  &  Cincinnati  Railroad  was  con- 
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tinued  and  by  March,  1857,  the  trains  were  running  on  schedule. 

In  the  meantime,  Cutler  suffered  another  breakdown  in  health 
in  which  he  was  forced  to  surrender  his  presidency  to  another  di¬ 
rector,  Noah  L.  Wilson.  He  again,  sought  relief  by  travel,  touring 
into  the  Middle  West  as  far  as  Iowa  and  Minnesota. 

On  his  return,  with  his  health  partially  restored,  Cutler  resumed 
his  activities  with  the  directors  of  the  Marietta  &  Cincinnati  Rail¬ 
road  in  solving  its  financial  difficulties  and  was  soon  rewarded  with 
trains  again  running  on  schedule,  with  some  exceptions  as  an  occa¬ 
sional  train  wreck,  washouts,  and  the  collapsing  of  tunnels.  But  more 
capital  was  necessary,  which  he  sought  by  traveling  to  Baltimore 
for  an  interview  with  the  officials  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad 
for  the  consolidation  of  the  two  railroads  on  a  temporary  basis,  in 
order  that  a  connecting  line  would  be  built  from  Moore  s  Junction 
to  Belpre.  The  Baltimore  &  Ohio  directors  refused  to  grant  additional 
capital. 

He  then  returned  to  Marietta  and  organized  a  corporation  of 
local  capitalists  which  was  to  be  known  as  the  Union  Railroad  to 
connect  Moore’s  Junction  and  Belpre,  so  as  to  join  the  Marietta  and 
Belpre  communities  writh  a  rail  line,  and  thereby  connect  it  with  the 
Marietta  &  Cincinnati  road.  The  venture  was  completed,  with  trains 
running  in  1859. 

In  the  same  year,  Cutler  gave  up,  partially,  his  railroad  activi¬ 
ties  and  turned  his  attention  to  politics.  Having  been  a  “Free  Soil'1 
Whig,  he  hailed  the  dawn  of  a  new  day  in  the  formation  of  the 
Republican  Party,  the  organic  idea  of  which  was  its  opposition  to 
the  extension  of  slavery.  In  1860,  by  a  plurality  of  733  votes  he  was 
elected  to  the  37th  Congress  of  the  United  States  from  the  Ohio 
District  composed  of  Washington.  Morgan  and  Muskingum  Coun¬ 
ties,  and  taking  his  seat  on  July  4th,  1861  when  the  Congress  was 
called  for  an  extra  session. 

Along  with  his  Congressional  duties,  Cutler  remained  as  vice- 
president  of  the  Marietta  &  Cincinnati  Railroad.  While  under  the 
strain  of  his  twofold  responsibilities,  he  was  stricken  with  typhoid 
fever,  but  recovered  sufficiently  to  return  to  his  Congressional  seat 
a  few  days  after  the  opening  of  the  session  in  December,  1861. 

In  Congress,  he  achieved  national  prominence  for  his  stand  on 
anti-slavery.  His  opposition  was  expressed  in  a  speech  delivered  on 
April  23,  1862,  the  preamble  to  which  was: 
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1.  It  is  the  right  and  duty  of  Congress  to  destroy  every  enemy 
that  threatens  the  National  life. 

2.  Slavery  is  an  enemy:  therefore  it  is  the  right  of  Congress  to 
destroy  it. 

The  speech,  along  with  his  oratorical  qualities,  again  reminis¬ 
cent  of  his  literary  society  days  in  Ohio  University,  was  widely 
commended  in  both  Northern  newspapers  and  personal  letters  from 
influential  men  such  as  Alphonso  Taft,  Lewis  Tappan  and  Horace 
Greeley,  and  it  was  regarded  in  Congress  as  a  step  toward  the  free¬ 
ing  of  the  slaves.  President  Lincoln’s  Proclamation  of  September 
22,  1862,  is  said  to  have  been  a  result  in  that  national  opinion  had 
been  brought  to  a  climax  for  the  emancipation  of  the  slaves  in  the 
states  engaged  in  the  rebellion. 

Cutler  was  again  nominated  for  Congress  in  1862,  but  was  de¬ 
feated  in  the  election,  being  succeeded  by  the  Democratic  nominee. 
However  his  influence  in  naming  presidential  appointments  for  Or. 
continued  for  more  than  a  year  following  the  close  of  his  term. 

Returning  to  Ohio  and  to  his  home  at  Constitution.  Cutler  re¬ 
newed  his  activity  as  vice-president  of  the  Marietta  &  Cincinnati 
Railroad  which  in  the  early  years  of  the  War  had  become  more 
solvent  with  the  increased  traffic  occasioned  by  wrar  transportation 
of  troops  and  freight.  In  July  of  1863,  he  rendered  noble  service  in 
supervising  his  employees  along  with  the  Ohio  militia  in  protecting 
the  railroad  from  the  raiders  led  by  General  John  H.  Morgan,  by 
placing  them  in  strategic  locations,  and  thus  preventing  any  cessation 
of  traffic  through  the  twro  terrifying  weeks  of  the  enemy  in  South¬ 
ern  Ohio. 

Beside  his  vice-presidency  of  the  Railroad,  he  operated  the  Old 
Home  Farm  at  Constitution  along  with  other  farming  interests  in 
the  Amesville  neighborhood.  But  railroad  affairs  occupied  most  of 
his  time  and  attention.  While  in  Congress,  he  had  been  instrumental 
in  securing  a  Federal  charter  authorizing  the  construction  of  a  rail¬ 
road  bridge  across  the  Ohio  River  from  Parkersburg  to  Belpre.  Such 
a  bridge  would  connect  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  with  the 
already  built  LTnion  Railroad  from  Belpre  to  Moore’s  Junction,  thus 
eliminating  the  transporting  of  railroad  cars  by  ferry  up  the  Ohio 
River  to  Moore's  Junction,  and  thereby  improving  the  service  west¬ 
ward  to  Cincinnati  and  the  west. 

Also,  with  the  knowledge,  provided  by  geologists  and  engineers, 
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of  the  rich  coal  and  iron  deposits  in  Southeastern  Ohio  and  in  the 
Hocking  Valley  and  Sunday  Creek  regions  northward  towards 
Columbus,  he  planned  a  network  of  branch  lines  that  would  greatly 
improve  the  outlets  toward  central  Ohio. 

Again  the  lack  of  capital  funds  proved  an  obstacle  and  he  was 
forced  to  withdraw  his  efforts  for  railroad  construction.  However, 
some  years  afterward,  other  capitalists  built  a  rail  line  which  for 
years  was  known  as  the  Columbus  &  Hocking  Valley,  following  the 
plans  which  Cutler  had  made  a  decade  before. 

In  the  meantime,  the  directors  of  the  Marietta  &  Cincinnati 
Railroad  were  harassed  in  their  efforts  to  raise  capital  funds  and 
the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  took  advantage  of  the  financial 
plight  and  gradually  took  over  the  line,  thus  forcing  Cutler  to  resign 
his  vice-presidency.  In  a  letter  written  to  one  of  his  friends  on  May 
16,  1868,  he  wrote:  “I  have  severed  my  connections  with  the 
M.  &  C.  Railroad.” 

Cutler’s  ambitions  for  railroad  building  were  by  no  means  at 
an  end.  In  1868,  he  set  out  to  organize  another  railroad,  a  line  that 
would  extend  northward  from  Marietta  toward  a  connection  with 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  in  Central  Ohio,  a  road  to  be  known  as  the 
Marietta  and  Pittsburgh  Railroad.  He  was  made  president  of  the 
new  line,  and  began  at  once  for  its  construction.  Again,  he  and  his 
associates  were  confronted  with  the  lack  of  capital  which  resulted 
in  receiverships  and  reorganizations.  However,  Cutler  had  the  satis¬ 
faction  again,  of  knowing  that  on  January  19,  1872.  trains  were 
running  from  Marietta  to  Caldwell.  Ohio,  and  in  another  two  years 
they  were  reaching  a  junction  with  the  Pennsylvania  lines  at  New- 
comerstown  and  Canal  Dover. 

The  next  stage  of  Cutler's  railroad  building  career  began  in 
1869  when  he  became  associated  with  a  new  corporation  of  directors, 
some  of  them  his  former  associates  in  the  Marietta  &  Cincinnati 
Railroad.  He  and  his  associates  turned  their  ambitions  westward, 
into  Indiana  and  Illinois  and  progressed  with  inadequate  capital  for 
another  network  of  rail  lines  including  the  towns  of  Crawfordsville, 
Indiana,  Pana  and  Shawneetown,  Illinois,  and  other  towns  situated 
in  the  agricultural  and  coal  mining  regions  of  the  two  states.  Again 
the  raising  of  capital  funds  became  a  problem,  and  he  was  faced 
by  the  national  economic  depression  of  1873,  wrhich  found  him  and 
his  associates  with  heavy  loans  and  only  partially  finished  construc- 
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tion.  Therefore,  at  the  age  of  sixty-one  he  gave  up  most  of  his 
property  and  was  without  sufficient  money  and  credit  for  further 
railroad  construction.  So  severe  was  his  lack  of  funds  that  he  sold 
The  Old  Stone  House  and  moved  to  Marietta  where  he  spent  the 
remainder  of  his  life. 

The  final  chapter  in  William  P.  Cutler's  railroad  building 
career  came  in  1884.  The  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad,  operating 
under  the  name  of  Cincinnati,  Washington  &  Baltimore,  had  built 
what  was  known  as  the  “Short  Line**  from  Belpre  towrard  Athens  to 
connect  with  the  old  Marietta  &  Cincinnati  Railroad,  thereby  aban¬ 
doning  the  “Old  Line’’  through  Washington  County  from  Marietta 
to  Big  Run.  At  the  organization  meeting  in  Marietta,  held  April  29, 
1884,  Cutler  explained  from  the  statistics  which  he  had  gathered, 
that  the  “Old  Line'’  should  run  through  an  area  in  Washington  and 
Athens  counties,  which  if  properly  developed  would  be  a  great 
source  of  trade  for  Marietta.  It  would  connect  also  with  coal  and 
oil  resources  in  the  Federal  Creek  Valley.  Soon  the  organization  was 
completed,  with  Cutler  elected  to  the  presidency,  serving  as  such 
until  1887.  The  name  of  the  corporation  was  the  Marietta  Mineral 
Railway  Company.  He  wrote  in  his  reminiscences  that  “No  other 
achievement  of  his  life  gave  him  more  satisfaction  than  this  last 
public  work  in  which  he  was  engaged.” 

The  last  of  Cutler's  business  career  came  in  the  late  1870's  and 
early  1880’s  when  he  spent  a  good  part  of  his  time  in  Iowa  with  a 
relative  in  a  small  commercial  business  and  speculation  in  lands. 

In  the  final  years  of  his  life,  he  turned  to  the  historical  research 
on  his  family  and  ancestors  and  in  the  historv  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 
He  was  active  in  1876  in  organizing  the  local  celebration  of  the 
Centennial  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  He  was  also  active 
in  the  founding  of  the  Ohio  Archaeological  and  Historical  Society 
and  in  writing  articles  pertaining  to  the  Northwest  Territory  Ordi¬ 
nance  and  the  migrations  of  the  early  pioneers.  He  was  also  the 
chairman  of  the  organization  for  the  Centennial  Celebration  of  the 
Founding  of  Marietta,  which  preceded  by  only  a  few  months  his 
death  in  1889. 

No  sketch  of  the  life  of  William  Parker  Cutler  can  be  complete 
without  mentioning  his  adherence  to  his  family  traditions,  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  the  remaining  books  of  the  “Coonskin"  or  Western  Library 
Association  of  which  his  father  was  one  of  the  founders,  and  the 
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Warren  Township  Presbyterian  Church  of  his  neighborhood,  and  his 
forty  years  as  a  Trustee  of  Marietta  College.  His  most  monumental 
work  of  writing  and  publishing  was  the  Life.  Journal  and  Correspond¬ 
ence  of  his  grandfather.  Manasseh  Cutler,  written  with  the  collabora¬ 
tion  of  his  sister,  Julia  Perkins  Cutler,  and  published  in  1888.  and  the 
Life  and  Times  of  Ephraim  Cutler,  also  with  the  collaboration  of  his 
sister.  He  did  not  live  to  see  the  book  in  print  as  his  death  occurred 
the  year  before  publication  of  the  volume. 


CHAPTER  22 

WILLIAM  P.  CUTLER  AND  HIS  EDUCATION 

AT  OHIO  UNIVERSITY 


William  P.  Cutler,  as  stated  in  the  preceding  chapter,  received 
his  preparatory  and  college  education  at  Ohio  Lniversity.  While 
there,  he  made  a  large  number  of  friends  with  whom  he  correspond¬ 
ed  for  several  years.  He  was  forced,  because  of  ill  health  to  with¬ 
draw  in  1833  while  a  member  of  the  Junior  Class.  Some  years  later, 
in  the  1840’s  he  was  awarded  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts, 
as  stated  in  the  citation.  t;for  distinguishing  himself  in  the  walks  of 
science,  virtue  and  usefulness.”  He  was  elected  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  but  never  served.

CHAPTER  24 

WILLIAM  P.  CUTLER 
THE  OHIO  LEGISLATURE  AND 
THE  SECOND  CONSTITUTIONAL  CONVENTION 


William  P.  Cutler,  a  member  of  the  Whig  Party,  was  first  nomi¬ 
nated  for  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Ohio  Legis¬ 
lature  in  1842,  but  was  defeated  at  the  election.  In  1844,  he  was 
again  nominated  and  this  time  was  successful  in  the  election.  Before 
the  close  of  the  session,  he  had  become  the  floor  leader  for  his  party. 
In  1845  and  1846,  he  was  re-elected  and  in  the  latter  session,  was 
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chosen  as  the  Speaker  of  the  House.  In  1849,  he  was  elected  to  repre¬ 
sent  Washington  County  at  the  Convention  for  a  new  Constitution 
of  the  State  of  Ohio.

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CHAPTER  25 


WILLIAM  P.  CUTLER  AND 
THE  MARIETTA  &  CINCINNATI  RAILROAD 


William  P.  Cutler,  in  1845,  began  a  career  that  was  to  en¬ 
gage  his  attention  for  forty  years,  that  of  railroad  construction 
and  operation.  This  career  began  while  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Ohio  House  of  Representatives  when  he  was  influential  in  secur¬ 
ing  a  charter  for  a  newly  organized  railroad  company  known  as 
the  Belpre  &  Cincinnati  Railroad  Company.  In  1847  he  was  elect¬ 
ed  to  a  directorship  of  the  company  and  in  1850,  elected  to  the 
presidency,  with  the  changing  of  the  name  to  the  Marietta  &  Cin¬ 
cinnati  Railroad  Company.  In  1859,  he  organized  a  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors  for  the  building  of  a  connecting  railroad  from  a  point  on 
the  Ohio  River  known  as  Moore’s  Junction,  building  a  branch 
line  from  there  to  Belpre,  to  be  known  for  the  next  few  years  as 
the  Union  Railroad. 

Finally,  in  1884,  some  years  after  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  had  acquired  the  Marietta  &  Cincinnati  road  and  had 
abandoned  some  parts  of  the  line,  a  railroad  from  Moore’s  Junc¬ 
tion  was  projected  westward  to  Amesville  to  be  known  as  the 
Marietta  Mineral  Railroad,  thus  tapping  an  area  in  Washington 
and  Athens  counties  that  abounded  in  coal  mines. 

The  letters  and  documents  for  this  part  of  Cutler’s  career  are 
to  be  found  in  the  Cutler  Collections  in  the  Dawes  Memorial  Li¬ 
brary  of  Marietta  College.

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CHAPTER  26 


WILLIAM  P.  CUTLER 
CONGRESS  AND  THE  WAR  YEARS 


William  P.  Cutler  was  elected  to  the  37th  Congress  of  the 
United  States  in  1860  from  the  Southeastern  Ohio  District  by  a 
plurality  of  733  votes.  He  had  been  influential  as  a  member  of  the 
Whig  Party  from  the  period  when  he  entered  the  Ohio  Legislature 
and  the  Second  Ohio  Constitutional  Convention  through  the  decade 
of  the  1850’s  when  the  Republican  Party  was  organized.  He  took  his 
seat  in  the  House  of  Representatives  on  July  4.  1861  when  the  Con¬ 
gress  was  called  into  extra  session  for  the  important  duties  of  waging 
the  Civil  War. 

While  in  Congress,  he  retained  his  position  as  vice-president  of 
the  Marietta  &  Cincinnati  Railroad  along  with  his  congressional 
duties,  recommending  individuals  in  his  district  for  Federal  appoint¬ 
ments,  such  as  postmasterships,  army  promotions,  soldier  furloughs, 
wounded  soldiers,  and  prisoners  of  war.  His  voluminous  correspond¬ 
ence  through  this  period  reveals  his  concern  about  the  soldiers  in  the 
field  and  their  families  at  home.  He  was  also  in  charge  of  recom¬ 
mending  young  men  for  the  Military  and  Naval  Academies.  He  ran 
again  for  Congress  in  1863.  but  was  defeated. 

He  succeeded,  during  the  month  of  July,  1863,  when  his  dis¬ 
trict  was  sorely  threatened  by  the  Morgan  Raiders,  in  placing  his 
railroad  employees  at  strategic  points  along  the  Marietta  &  Cin¬ 
cinnati  Railroad  in  order  that  transportation  would  not  be  molested. 
In  his  collection  of  letters  and  documents,  he  sent  and  received  128 
telegrams  to  the  officials  of  the  Railroad  and  the  commanders  of  the 
Ohio  Militia. 

From  the  close  of  his  term  in  Congress  from  1863  to  the  close 
of  the  War,  he  was  often  called  upon  by  Federal  officials  for  his  ad¬ 
vice  in  appointments  to  the  Federal  service. 
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The  Culter  Collection  of  Letters  and  Documents  is  to  be  found 
in  the  Dawes  Memorial  Library  of  Marietta  College.  The  following 
are  the  names  of  his  correspondents  through  the  War  years.

CHAPTER  27 

WILLIAM  P.  CUTLER,  AND  OTHER 
RAILROAD  CONSTRUCTION  PROJECTS 

1860-1873 

William  P.  Cutler,  in  the  1860's,  launched  into  the  most  hazard¬ 
ous  period  of  his  career.  As  stated  earlier,  he  was  in  the  United 
States  Congress  from  1861  to  1863,  and  while  there  he  continued  his 
duties  as  vice-president  of  the  Marietta  &  Cincinnati  Railroad.  The 
capitalization  of  the  railroad  was  far  from  satisfactory.  Competition 
with  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  was  becoming  greater.  In  order 
that  the  fortunes  of  the  Marietta  &  Cincinnati  Railroad  might  be 
stabilized,  he  sent  one  of  his  associates,  Noah  L.  Wilson,  to  London 
and  Paris  for  foreign  capital,  but  without  avail  since  the  Civil  War 
was  in  progress. 

However,  he  envisioned  the  new  frontiers  in  establishing  rail¬ 
roads,  both  in  Ohio  and  into  the  states  of  the  west.  He  saw  opportuni¬ 
ties  for  the  building  of  a  network  of  railroads  in  Southeastern  Ohio, 
Kentucky  and  West  Virginia,  as  well  as  in  Indiana  and  Illinois.  One 
of  his  visions  was  the  building  of  a  railroad  from  Marietta  to  the 
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north,  thus  creating  a  rail  outlet  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  in 
central  Ohio. 

Cutler’s  letters  of  the  period,  numbering  some  250,  are  a  part 
of  the  Cutler  Collection  of  Letters  and  Documents  in  the  Dawes 
Memorial  Library  of  Marietta  College.

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CHAPTER  28 


WILLIAM  P.  CUTLER  AND 
THE  CLOSING  YEARS  OF  HIS  LIFE 


William  P.  Cutler,  who  had,  in  his  active  life,  become  well 
known  for  his  public  services  as  a  legislator,  a  leader  in  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  circles,  and  an  industrialist  in  railroad  building, 
sought  semi-retirement  in  the  years  following  1873  when  he  moved 
to  Marietta. 

The  grandson  of  the  Rev.  Manasseh  Cutler,  one  of  the  principal 
leaders  in  the  settlement  of  Ohio  and  the  son  of  Ephraim  Cutler,  one 
of  the  early  settlers,  turned  his  attention  to  gathering  historical  data 
of  the  founding  of  Ohio  for  the  Centennials  which  would  be  celebrat¬ 
ed  in  1876  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  1888  of  the  found¬ 
ing  of  the  first  settlement  of  the  Northwest  Territory  at  Marietta. 

In  his  closing  years  he  contributed  historical  articles  to  national 
magazines,  and  with  the  help  of  his  sister,  Julia  Perkins  Cutler,  pre¬ 
pared  the  copy  for  the  biographies  of  his  grandfather  and  father.  He 
was  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  founding  of  the  Ohio  Archaeological 
and  Historical  Society.  His  last  public  service  was  that  of  general 
chairman  of  the  Marietta  Centennial  celebration  of  1888.  His  death 
occurred  on  April  11,  1889. 

The  Cutler  Collection  of  Letters  and  Documents  includes  his 
articles  and  letters,  covering  the  final  phase  of  his  life,  which  are  to 
be  found  in  the  Dawes  Memorial  Library  of  Marietta  College.

CHAPTER  29 

JULIA  PERKINS  CUTLER 

Julia  Perkins  Cutler,  the  second  daughter  of  Ephraim  and  Sally 
(Parker)  Cutler,  was  bom  at  the  Old  Stone  House  in  Warren 
Township,  Washington  County  on  January  24,  1814  and  died,  un¬ 
married,  in  Marietta,  December  18.  1904.  The  middle  name.  Per¬ 
kins  was  acquired  from  an  early  ancestor  of  the  Dawes-Cutler  Fami¬ 
ly  line,  named  John  Perkins,  1614-1686,  of  New  England. 

Julia,  throughout  her  life-span  of  90  years  occupied  an  import¬ 
ant  position  in  the  family  as  a  homemaker,  scribe  and  historian. 
Along  with  the  practical  duties  of  managing  a  home  for  her  father 
and  mother,  her  brother  William  Parker  Cutler,  his  wife  who  was 
often  in  critical  health  and  their  children,  five  of  whom  died  in  their 
infancy,  she  found  time  for  her  writings  of  the  early  annals  of  the 
settlement,  the  genealogical  data  of  the  family  and  her  correspond¬ 
ence  with  her  family  relatives,  without  which  much  would  have  been 
lost  from  the  collection  of  Cutler  Letters  and  Documents. 

She  was  educated,  first  in  private  schools,  and  later  in  the 
Granville  Female  Seminary.  In  a  letter  dated  May  28,  1835.  she 
wrote  that  she  was  teaching  a  school  of  34  pupils.  She  frequently 
wrote  poems,  gathering  her  subjects  from  the  scenic  vistas  from  her 
home  window,  the  Ohio  River  and  the  surrounding  hills.

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CHAPTER  30 


SARAH  JANE  CUTLER 

Sarah  Jane  Cutler,  the  daughter  of  William  P.  and  Elizabeth 
(Voris)  Cutler,  was  born  at  THE  OLD  STONE  HOLSE  in  Warren 
Township  in  1856.  She  was  the  only  child  of  the  six  brothers  and 
sisters  in  the  family  to  survive  beyond  childhood.  In  1872-1873,  she 
moved  with  the  members  of  her  family  to  Marietta  where  she  lived 
until  her  death  in  1933. 

She,  after  the  death  of  her  aunt.  Julia  Perkins  Cutler.  1904, 
carried  on  the  family  tradition  of  preserving  the  letters  and  docu¬ 
ments  of  the  Cutler  family.  In  her  own  right,  she  was  the  author  of 
pioneer  stories  and  historical  articles,  including  a  history  of  the  War¬ 
ren  Presbyterian  Church,  and  later,  that  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Marietta.  Being  of  the  missionary  spirit  she  also  followed 
the  fortunes  of  the  family  of  her  cousin  Sarah  Jane  Dawes,  the  wife 
of  the  Rev.  John  Haskell  Shedd  and  her  family  who  were  mission¬ 
aries  in  Persia  for  thirty-one  years.
